TWO SUFFRAGETTES 
CAUCHT SETTING A 
BUILDING ON FIRE 


Scot Policemen Watch Women 
Start Blaze in Race Track 
Grand Stand. 


LONDON, April 5.—Two suffragette 
“fire flends’’ were captured this morn- 
ing while setting fire to the new grand 
stand on the Kelso Race Course in 
Scotland. Rags saturated with petro- 
leum had been placed beneath the stand 
and ignited when watchmen sprang 
out of a hiding place and caught the 
two women. 

The grand stand on the Ayr Race 
Course, also in Scotland, was gutted by 
fire this morning, causing a loss of 
15,000. Several suffragette placards and 
a bundle of suffragette literature were 
found in the vicinity, leaving no doubt 
in the minds of the authorities as to 
who was responsible for the fire. 
A large number of window breaking 
and telegraph wire cutting outrages 
were committed during the night by 
militants in various parts of the coun- 
try. 

The bomb and arson campaign thréat- 
ened by the “‘wild women” has caused 
intense alarm in the provinces, espe- 
cially at historic places like Chats- 
worth and Blenheim, where special pat- 
rols of police and game keepers have 
been placed on duty day and night.

CHICAGO, April 5.—Dressed entirely 
in black, Mrs. L. Brackett Bishop an- 
nounced at a luncheon of the Women’s 
Party that she would be in mourning 
until Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the En- 
glish suffragette, is released from pris- 
on, where she has just begun a three- 
year sentence.

Jersey County Traction Man Re- 
turns From the Coast to 
Answer Indictments. 


LOSS ALLEGED

Succeeded His Late- Father-in- 
Law, A. W. Cross, as Head of 
Defunct Company. 


$500,000 


Sheriff Ed Chappell of Jersey County, 
now in Los Angeles, was notified Sat- 
urday morning by a telegram from home 
that his trip to California for Edgar M. 
Davis, president of the Alton, Jersey- 
ville & Peoria electric line, was in vain. 
Davis arrived in Jerseyville Friday aft- 
ernoon, and gave bond for his ap- 
pearance to answer charges of embez- 
zlement and larceny made against him 
in indictments returned by the March 
grand jury. His shortage is alleged 
to be about $500,000. 

The charges grow out of Davis’ man- 
agement of the electric line, now in tho 
hands of a receiver, and in which the 
fortune of his wife's family, estimated 
at $350,000, is said to have been lost. 

Cross Premoted Road. 

The road was promoted by A. W. 
Cross, whose daughter Davis married. 
When Cross died two years ago Davis 
succeeded him as president of the line 
and was given power of attorney %y 
Mrs. Cross. A few months later the 
road went into the hands of a receiver, 
and.the sale of all the valuable real 
estate left by Cross, except the exemp- 
tion allowed his widow, has been or- 
dered by the Court to apply to the defi. 
cit in the finances of the railroad com- 
pany. 

Mrs. Anna Cross, whose only child is 
the wife of Davis, is staying with her 
cousin, Mrs. A. H. Cochran in Jersey- 
ville. The Cross home, said to be finest 
in Jerseyville, has been closed for sev- 
eral months. 

A. H. Quinn, clerk of the Circuit 
Court, called on Mrs. Cross Saturday 
morning to obtain her signature to some 
papers in the case and she told him: “I 
would rather go to the penitentiary my- 
self than cause my daughter or her 
husband any unhappiness.”’ 
Mrs. Cross was called before the grand 
jury a few weeks ago to tell what she 
knew of Davis’ management of the es- 
tate left by her husband, ~- W. Crosa, 
banker and extensive owner of farm 
lands in Jersey County and also in Ne- 
braska. 

Mrs. Davis Did Not Return. 
Mrs. Davis did not return with her 
husband. In Los Angeles they lived at 
the Shoreham Hotel and Mrs. Davis is 
supposed to be there. 
When the indictments were returned 
Davis was notified by telegraph and re 
plied with an offer to come from Laos 
Angeles to answer the charges. Some 
of the creditors thought it best to be on 
the safe side and Sheriff Chappell was 
sent to Iss Angeles. Somewhere be- 
tween Jerseyville and California Davis 
and the Sheriff passed each other. 

Only a $2000 bond was required of 
Davis and he gave this upon arrival 
with W. J. Boals, Alexander Wise, C. 
M. Yager, George 8S. Milnor, E. Dunne- 
gan, Alton, and W. F. Fahey, Jersey- 
ville, as sureties. 

The original stockholders in the road 
lost heavily and worry over the losses 
of those whom he had induced to invest 
is said to have hastened the death of 
Cross, who conceived the idea of build- 
ing this road where such a line seemed 
to be needed. 

Davis is a son of Levi Davis, an Alton 
ettorney, and prior to his trouble with 
this electric line he was connected with 
a St. Louis insurance company which 
became involved in the summer of 1911,

John McDonald I$ ‘Brother-in- 
Law of Manager of Saloon 
Where Carroll Was Killed. 


WOUND IS A SLIGHT ONE 


Four Persons Under Arrest Were) 
in Bar Deny They Saw the 
Fight. 

In the. second mysterious shooting 
within five days John (Sunny) McDon- 
ald, s@id by the police to be a brother- 
in-law of Tony Foley, was wounded 
and left for dead in the saloon at 2100; 
Morgan street, owned by John Golden, 
former member of the House of Dele- 
gates, at 1l p. m. Friday. 

Tony Foley is the aproled convict who 
was leader of the Bottoms Gang and is 
manager of the saloon at Twenty-third 
and Olive streets, where Emmet Car- 
roll was shot and killed “by Wesley Si- 
mons last Monday night. 

The bullet struck McDonald in the 
back of the head and ranged around 
the scalp causing only a flesh wound. 


The bullet was found beside him, 
mashed to the thickness and size of a 
quarter, when he was picked up uncon- 
scious in the saloon. 

At the city hospital Saturday McDon- 
eld denied that he knew who shot him 
and said he wouldn't tell if he knew. 

“If I can find him when ) get out of 
bere I'll bust his bean with a mop, or 
something’’ he said. 


Policemen Hear Shots. 

Patrolmen Kane and Dooley were at 
Twenty-firat street and q.uucas aveniie, 
a block south of Golden’s saioon, when 
they heard three shots. An _ instant 
later two men and a woman emerged 
from the side door of tne saloon anid 
walked south on Twenty-first street to- 
ward the policeinen. Kane and Doolcy 
arrested them, ' ‘ 

When the shots were fired Patrolmen 
Sheehan and Bresnahan were at Twenty- 
first street and Franklin avenue, a block 
north of the saloon. They ran to the 
saloon and saw a man dart from the 
front door and run west on Morgan 
street. He escaped. Later a revolver 
of the same caliber as the one with 
which McDonald was shot was found in 
the yard of the Sisters of Mercy at 
Twenty-third and Morgan streets. Three 
of its chambers were empty. 

Leo Brazier, the bartender was the 
only person found in the saloon. When 
the police asked him how the shooting 
occurred he sald: “There was a fight, 
but I didn’t see it.” 

Deny They Saw Shooting. 

The two men and the woman who left 
the saloon just after the shooting told 
the police they were Michael Fitzgerald 
of 225 Easton avenue, Harry Fehl of 816 
North Twenty-first street, and Adele 
Hamilton of 2116 Lucas avenue. They 
said they had veen drinking in a room 
in the rear of the saloon, but had not 
witnessed the shooting. 

These three and the bartender were re- 
leased on common law bonds of $800 
each, signed by John Golden, proprietor 
of the saloon. 

In the prisoner’s ward at the city hos- 
pital Saturday McDonald seemed little 
the worse for the shooting. Men were 
at work in the ward mopping the floor. 

‘If they don’t let me out of hers 
soon I’ll hit somebody on the head with 
a mop and make my getaway,”’ he said. 

Denies He Knows Foley. 

Asked if he was a brother-in-law of 
Tony Foley, he said: 

‘“T don’t know Foley at all. I never 
saw him. I don’t belong to any gang. 
I'm a paper hanger and I work when 
I'm not drinking. 

‘T don’t know who shot me and I 
wouldn't tell if I did. I don’t remember 
going to Golden’s place. I thought it 
happened at Twenty-first street and 
Lucas avenue.” 

A second degree murder warrant was 
issued Friday against Wesley Simons 
who admitted he shot and killed Emmet 
Carroll in Harry O’Brien’s saloon, man- 
aged by Tony Fpley, Monday night. 


TELLS OF CARROL’S 
TRIP IN AUTO 


James O'Donnell, 28 years old, 4382 
Cook avenue, made a statement Satur- 
day to Detective Frank .McKenna and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Spencer that 


purports to account for the removal of 
Emmett Carroll from O’Brien’s saloon, 
Twenty-third and Olive streets, after he 
was shot by Wesley Simon.

Attorneys John B. Dempsey and Crit- 
tendon Clark notified Judge Holtcamp 
of the Probate Court Saturday that 
William Kellogg, negro husband of Mrs.

Andrew Adams was indicted for man-

A strict enforcement of the concealed 
weapon law was urged as a preventive 
measure against crime. 

I'raffic Law Pnforcement. 

In regard to automobile accidents the 
report said many cases had been re- 
ported in which accidents resulted from 
ignoring the speed laws and from crim- 
inal carelessness. It recommended that 
the speed and traffic Jaws be rigidly en- 
forced by the police department. 

The jury recommended that all pois- 
onous drugs in the city institutions be 
kept separate to avoid a recurrence of 
such an accident as that for which An- 
drew Adams was indicted. 

It was also recommended that the 
House of Detention be enlarged enough 
to admit segregation of white and negro 
children.

M. Worth Tells Why American 


Women Go to Paris for Gowns 
French Genius in Beautiful Dress 


“Every Man, Woman and Child in Country In- 
terested in Art—It’s in the Blood’”—How 
New Ideas Are Found, Styles Formed. 


(Second Article of a Series on 
Dress for American Women.)

NEW YORK, April 5.—Why. does the 
American woman go to Paris for her 

clothes? 

That is the second itmportant ' qués- 
tion which Jacques Worth answers for 
readers of the Post-Dispatch.

GARDNER SPEND 
NIGHT IN IAL 


Bond of Convicted Men Expires 
and Marshal Locks Them in 
a Cell. 


With the prospect of spending two 
more nights in jail, Harry M. Coudrey, 
former member of Congress, and Harry 
B. Gardner, convicted by a jury in the 
United States District Court of using 
the mails to defraud in the promotion of 
the twin insurance companies, nervously 
paced the United States Marshall's of- 
fice for hours Saturday after they had 
conferred with their attorneys. 

Coudrey and Gardner were tsken to 
jail Friday night, after the verdict was 
returned. Deputy Marshals escorted 
them to the Federal building Saturday 
to confer with their attorneys, C. Porter 
Johnson, Harry Blodgett and Walter B. 
Douglass. Neither Coudrey nor Gardner 
would talk for publication about the 
case. 

Can’t Move Until Monday. 

No move to liberate the two men from 
the custody of the United States Mar- 
shal can be made until Monday, when 
Judge Dyer will dispose of such motions 
as their attorneys desire to make and 
pass sentence upon them. A formal mo- 
tion for a new trial will be made Mon- 
day, and !f that is overruled Judge Dyer 
will impose the sentence. 

The attorneys for Gardner and 
Coudrey are expected to have their ap- 
peal prepared by Monday, and will 
apply for their release on bond im- 
mediately after. the sentence is fixed 
by the court. 

Coudrey told friends who called to 
see him that he slept very well in the 
city jail, but that Gardner was very 
restless and slept little. Mrs. Gardner 
called at the Federal Building tc see 
her husband, but none of Coudrey’s 
relatives visited him. 


The verdict of conviction was re- 
turned at 4:30 Friday afternoon. The 
jury had been out since 4 p. m. Thurs- 
day. It had been called before Judge 
Dyer at 12:30 p. m. and the foreman, 
Harry J. Bostwick, had informed the 
Judge that the jury had not agreed, 
but that there was a chance of an 
agreement, 

Gardner Surprised; Coudrey Impasstive 

When the jury sent out word at 4:3 
that it was ready to report, Marshal 
Regenhardt notified the attorneys and 
they hastened to the courtroom, The 
defendants and Mrs. Gardner and her 
daughter, Miss Reba Gardnar, had re- 
mained in the courtroom throughout 
the day.’ 

When the verdict was read finding the 
two men guilty of all seven counts in 
the indictment against them, Coudrey 
was impassive. Gardner’s face blanched 
and he started, as if the verdict were 
a great surprise to him. Mrs, Gardner 
and Miss Gardner did not flinch. 

Assistant District Attorney Hall 
meved thdt the men be sentenced at 
once. C. Porter Johnson, attorney for 
Coudrey, asked that sentence be de- 
ferred until a motion for a new trial 
could be made and a supersedeas bond 
procured. Judge Dyer granted John- 
son’s request and said he would hear 
the motion for a new trial at 2 p. m. 
Monday. Jehnson wanted him to hear 
it Saturday morning, but the Judge re- 
fused.

IS ORDERED: PEACE 
CHANCES BRIGHTER 


Allied Armies First Try to Get 
Turks to Surrender City, but 
This Is Refused. 


Associated Press. 
BY LELGRADE, Servia, April 5.—No con- 


firmation has been received here of a 
rumor that the Turkish fertress of 
Scutari has fallen to the Montenegrin 
and Servian besiegers. 

The allied armies outside the city sum- 
moned the Turkish commander to sur- 
render so as to avoid further useless 
bloodshed, but the Ottoman leaders re- 
plied that he intended to fight to the 
last extremity. 

The bombardment was thereupon re- 
opened and a general assault by the 
Montenegrin and Servian troops was 
ordered. 


Powers Make Concessions on Bound- 
ary and Indemnity Questions. 
SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 5.—The pros- 
pects for peace in the Balkans looked 
very bright today. Although the allies, 
in their réply to the mediation sugges- 
tions of the Powers, demanded numer- 
ous and radical changes, the Powers 
promptly replied with concessions de- 
signed to bring a quick cessation of hos- 

tilities. 

In a note presented to the Bulgarian 
Government today, the Powers proposed 
that the Thracian frontier should be 
formed by a line drawn from Midia on 
the Black Sea to Hnos on the Aegean 
Sea. This would give Bulgaria both 
banks of the River Maritza in acocrd- 
ance with her demands. 

It is also suggested that all financial 
questions, such as the indemnity, should 
be left to the decision of a technical 
commission to meet in Paris. 

The original propositions of the Pow- 
ers were as follows: 

1. The frontier of Turkey shall start 
at Enos and end at Midia. All terri- 
tories west of this line shall go to the 
allied states, with the exception of Al- 
bania, the delimitation of which shall be 
fixed by the Powers. 

2 The question of the Aegean Islands 
shall be settled by the Powers. 

3% Turkey shall abandon all claims to 
Crete, 

4. The Powers cannot favorably enter- 
tain the demand for indemnity. 

56. As soon as these bases are accepted 
hostilities shall cease. 

The reply to the Balkan allies contains 
the following counter propositions: 

1. In the definite determination of the 
frontier of the Province of Thrace, the 
line indicated in the conditions formu- 
lated by the Powers shall be taken as a 
basis and not as a definite line. 

2. The islands in the Aegean Sea shall 
go to.the Balkan allies. 

8. The allies consider they should know 
before hand the frontiers proposed for 
the future State of Albania, trusting 
they will be in conformity with those 
they proposed in London. 

4. The allies’ demand for a war indvm- 
nity must be accepted in principle, the 
task of fixing the amount being left to 
a commission which is tq study financial 


i questions and on which theBalkan allies 


will be represented. 

5. The allies agree that the operations 
of war shall cease as soon as the above 
conditions have been favorably received.

“MOST DESPERATE” 
BANDIT, ENDS LIFE 


Anarchist Escapes Cell and Leaps 
From Prison Roof to Avoid 
Recapture. 


By Associatea Press. 

PARIS, April 5.—The anarchist bandit 
La Combe, called by French police “the 
most desperate criminal in Burope,” 
committed suicide today in the Prison 
de la Sante, where he was awaiting trial 
for the murder of M. Ducret, editor of 
the newspaper L’Idee Libre. La Combe 
escaped from his cell, reached the roof 
of the prison and when cornered there 
jumped several stories to the stone 
paved court and was picked up dead. 
La Combe was arrested in Paris on 
March ll, after the police had sought 
him several months. When taken into 
custody he was carrying in‘ his pockets 
& small dynamite bomb, two cartridges, 
two automatic pistols and a supply of 
ammunition. - 

A mob tried to lynch him while he 

was on his way to the police station. 
During his incarceration, La Combe 
confessed to the murder of M. Ducret 
and admitted also killing a postmaster 
at Bezons and a railroad cashier at 
Les Aubras, near Orleans. 
La Combe in some unexplained man- 
ner escaped from his prison cell after 
breakfast this morning. When the 
wardens discovered his absence there 
was a tremendous commotion. The in- 
terior of the prison was searched and 
the alarm was given outside. The whole 
neighborhood of the jail was patrolled 
for several hours by soldiers. 

Some time afterward La Combe was 
found on the roof of the prison lying 
behind a chimney. When he saw his 
pursuers he stupped to the edge, where 
he was surrounded on three sides by 
armed wardens. 

As he was about to be seized, he 
turned, saluted the warden, smiled 
ironically and then jumped head first, 
like a diver, into the stone courtyard 
several stories below, where he was 
dashed to death.

The 
story is that of the love of a fine man 
and a fine woman—a love resembling 4 
mighty river that winds its way patient- 
ly towards the sea, placid, undisturbed 
by the eddies of circumstance, growing 
in power and volume and scorning to 
hasten unduly towards the end. 

Whatever else may be said of it, the 
book is the work of a master of com- 
position. Comfort’s style is his own; 
it is finished, cultivated, at times epi- 
grammatic. He does not hestitate to 
turn aside fom the narrative for an 
illuminating parenthesis. Indeed, these 
brief side excursions constitute one of 
the principal charms of the book. He 
displays a wide knowledge of laurels 
and of peoples. And there is not ai 
hastily written paragraph or an insuffi- 
ciently digested thought in the entire 
work. 

The story is that of the life-long love 
of Thomas Ryerson, a sensitive boy at 
the beginning, and Mary Romany. 
Their’s is a world-romance that begins 
at childhood in Spain; takes them 
through Russia; into the whirlpool of 
events in China at the time of the Boxer 
rebellion; into a breathing space in 
America, and finally plunges them into 
thrilling events in the Andes. Inter- 
woven with their love story is that ofa 
strangely assorted human triangle. Jane 
Forbes, the mission worker, Yuan Kang 
Su, a Chinese Prince, and Huntoon, an 
American derelict and remittance man. 
And while the book deals with flesh 
and blood people of flesh and blood as- 
pirations and passions, there is not a 
scene which one could wish omitted 
or an incident to leave a bad taste in 
the mouth. (Lippincott.) 


“THE HEART OF THE HILLS” 


OHN FOX JR. is a wise weaver of 
J romances. He sticks to his own 
loom, so to speak, and does not 
go Wandering off after false gods in 
the forms of new themes and new peo- 
ples. The folk of the Blue Grass pas- 
turc regions and the mountain fastness 
of Kentucky afford him sufficiently va- 
ried material for the colorful fabrics 
of his stories. Again in “The Heart of 
the Hills,” his latest novel, does the 
plummet of his genius for creating 
character as it is found in real life in 
that country drop straight to the heart 
of nature. The result is a sweet and 
simple story, beautifully and delightful- 
ly .told. 

As everybody who knows anything 
about Kentucky understands, the Blue 
Grass district and the Hill country are 
really two different worlds, inhabited 
by wholly different types of people. 
Luxury and the refinements of civili- 
zation are the lot of one; the other 
is primeval, a region that has stood 
almost still since the days of Daniel 
Boone, practically the only evidence 
of its progress (until recently) being 
the automatic pistols and rifles of its 
feudists who, content to be slothful 
and backward in everything else, de- 
mand the best weapons to be had for 
the man-killing game, which is their 
ghastly pastime. 

The story concerns the oddly 
tangled lives of a wealthy boy and 
Girl of the Biuegrasrs and a miserably 
poor boy and girl of the mountains. 
Starting at the extremes of life, Fate 
brought them together. At first, there 
was the natural hostility and suspicion 
of class and mass but in the end there 
was an ennobling: association that 
changes for the better the lives of 
all. Undoubtedly, the mountain girl 
developed a tender sentiment for the 
Bluegrass boy and the Bluegrass 
girl a similar regard for the moun- 
tain boy and things might have gone 
differently if the Bluegrass girl's 
mother and the Bluegrass. boy's 


father, cousins, had not loved vainly 
in their youth, only to be separated 
to contract other alliances without 
forgetting the one they had wished 
for. As their children grew up, they 
developed the longing to see their 
own blighted romance grow to suc- 
cessful fruition in their descendants. 
It was not difficult for the natural 
cousinly affection, under skillful 
parental cultivation, to grow into the 
greater love that binds for life. 

So, with Jason and Mavis Hawn, 


too. Mavis became a school teacher, 


over his native mountains. When they 
are wed, one feels that the author has 
wrought his love story with a proper 
sense of the fitness of things and 
that he wisely resisted the temptation 
to. marry the Bluegrass youth to thé 
mountain maid and the mountain 
youth to the Bluegrass maid. 

It is Jason Hawn, who dominates 
the story. As a typical son of a 
mountain feudist, he is an appealing 
creature. The feud is his chief inherit- 
ance. His life work is to find the 
man who assassinated his father. Tne 
Hawna and the Honeycuts have been 
blood enemies for generations. He is 
certain the slayer was a Honeycut. 
Every day, he takes his pistol and 
shoots at a mark on a tree. When he 
becomes proficient enough to hit it 
three times in succession, the hunt to 
the death is to begin. How the assassin 
is finally killed and Jason’s astonish- 
ment at the discovery of his real 
identity shall be the author’s secret 
till you read it, but we pledge you 
it makes a thrilling story. 

Mr. Fox’s novel carries you up to 
the Kentucky mountains of today and 
shows how the recent opening of the 
rich coal lands is bringing wealth and 
civilization to the mountaineers and 
ending their lust for blood as mani- 
fested in their family feuds. (Scrib- 


ners.) 
A moving story of the time of Christ 
is ‘‘Veronica,” by Florence Morse 
Kingsley, whose previous good work, 
“Titus, a Soldier of the Cross,”’ will be 
pleasantly remembered. The scene is 
Jerusalem in the palace of Herod, 
which houses Pontius Pilate, the Pro- 
curator of Judea. One of the members 
of the gorgeous court is Veronica, im- 
perious and haughty and very beauti- 
ful, so beautiful, indeed, that § she 
dreams of some day becoming the Em- 
press of Rome. There comes to her 
Rachel, seeking revenge for the death 
of her two little children who had per- 
ished under the decree of Herod for the 
slaughter of Jewish male children. 


She offers to sell a wonderful emer- 
ald to’ Veronica, who greedily buys it 
that the other members of the court 
may envy her its possession. This is 
Rachel’s revenge, for the emerald 
transmits leprosy and the beautiful Ve- 
ronica falls immediately a victim of 
this loathsome disease. 


Veronica is exiled from court, fol- 
lowed only by Zelusa, a faithful servant 
and the disease strips her of her beauty 
and she becomes so hideous none wil] 
look upon her—that is; none but the 
loyal Zelusa and Marcus Severus, a 
Roman officer, who had wooed her at 
court and who, on hearing of her exile, 
searches the sandy wastes™of Judea 
until he finds her. 


In time come reports of a Nazarene 
who is preaching a new faith and heal- 
ing even those afflicted with leprosy, 
if they believe in Him. Veronica sends, 
in her usual imperious way, for Christ 
to come and heal her, if He be not a 
fraud. But He passes on, ignoring her 
—and she remains a leper. 


Veronica, in the last stages of the 
horrible disease, is in the throng that 
follows Jesus as he bears his cross 
along the Via Dolorosa on his way to 
Golgotha. Deeply pitying him, she hands 
him her leper’s veil to wipe the blood 
and sweat from his thorn-pierced 
brow. It is no longer of herself that 
she is thinking but of the supreme gac- 
rifice the Son of God is making in go- 
ing to his terrible death to redeem the 
world. And, behold! when, having used 
the veil, He hands it back to her, the 
fresh blood rushes through her veins 
again, the scales of leprosy drop from 
her and she becomes as well and beau- 
tiful as ever. 

She and Severus wed after the Cruci- 
fixion. The characters are drawn with 
fidelity and the theme is handled with 
the greatest reverence. (Appleton.)

WOMAN IN SOCIAL CULTURE. 
MAN’S share in social culture has 
WY" veces very large from the begin- 
ning and is destined to be much 
larger in the years to come, according 
to Anna Garlin Spencer, whose thought- 
ful and adequate discussion of the sub- 
ject in a series of Forum articles is pre- 
sented in book form. Woman is shown 
to have been in primitive times to have 
been dominant, taking precedence over 
man, so that, in striving now for po- 
litical and economic equality with man 
She is endeavoring to repossess a part 
of the supremacy which was once hers. 
How man gained the ascendency is pre- 
sented as the puzzle of sociologists, but 
it is supposed that the change of’ places 
was brought about through slowly evolv- 
ing changes while woman was preoccu- 
pied with the demands of motherhood. 

The methods of militant suffragists in 
their effort to regain ascendancy, or at 
least equality, receive no commenda- 
tion from the author, who denominates 
the militancy of the suffragists of En- 
gland as a sad ethical blunder, in that 
they have taken up, with trembling) 
hands, the weapons of lawless revolt 
and anarchistic violence which even 
man, in his highest estate, has already 
discarded. 

The basic spiritual significance of the 
revolution in the position of woman, co- 
extensive with the rise and growth of 
modern democracy, is declared to be 
that “women must be democratized in 
order that democracy may be social- 
ized.”’ 

A return to the early New England 
requirement for a civil marriage as the 
true and only legalization is advocated, 
with whatever additional religious serv- 
ices as may be desired to satisfy the re- 
ligious sentiment. 

The desirability of nations delegating 
the settlement of disputes to selected 
pugilists, pending the final abolition of 
war, is suggested in place of the main- 
tenance 0: standing armies, great navies 
and millions of idle men. (Kennedy.)

THE INVADERS, 
HERE are apple blossoms, clover, 
i: pale-gold cornfields, windrows of

LOCKE’S HARROWING TALE.

Stella Maris (Star of the Sea) is a bed- 
ridden girl who, the doctors say, will 
never walk. According to them, her 
existence is to be limited by the four 
walls of her room and her uncle and 
aunt and friends determing that she 
shall never know of the want and 
strife and evil of the world outside, 
forever beyond her ken. §o they sur- 
round her with & dream atmosphere 
in which everything is good, in which 
there is no malice, no suffering, no 
shadow; where justice and righteousness 
reign supreme; where there ig no 
avarice, no poverty, no cruelty. 

So the unlovely home of John Risca, 
her most beloved friend, fg really a 
palace. His occupation as a journalist 
is the most wonderful in the world, 
because he is showing always mon- 
archs and statesmen how to rule, in- 
structing mankind how to live and 4di- 
recting civilization along its proper ave- 
nues, for all of which he is paid “lots 
and lots of money.” AS a matter of 
fact, Risca is lying about the gorgeous- 
ness of his career. So, with Walter 
Herold, her actor friend. His career 
is one of only pleasant days, applaud- 
in= audiences, without rivalries and 
jealousies and selfishness. He, like al} 
the others, is lying, too. 

This dream of existence of the girl 
is told in the wonderful Locke way and 
up to this point it is a thoroughly 
Locke story. But henceforthit descends 
into the harrowing and cruel. The doc- 
tors were wrong and Stella Maris re- 
covered and went into the world. There 
came the inevitable disillusionment. {t 
was not gradual in its developments, 
but the girl was plunged into the 
filthy, muddy stream of life. With its 
misery and woe and shame and unhap- 
piness and selfishness and sordidness 
swirling around her the awakening from 
her dream existence was terrifying. 
John Risca’s “palace,” over which his 
drunken wife presided, making him con- 
stantly miserable and ashamed,  be- 
came a house of horror. She saw her 
actor friend in his true relation to the 
world, living in constant dread of the 
moment when he shall fail and fall, 
surrounded by the petty jealousies and 
rivalries of his vocation. 

One of the fairest pictures in the 
story is that of a slum girl who Rad 
become Risca’s ward. The story of her 
development, how she found herself de- 
spite efforts to mold her to conven- 
tional ideas, is charmingly told. But 
it is concerning her that Mr. Locke 
allows his story finally to drop into ar- 
tificiality. This ward loves Risca, hope- 
lessly, of course, because of the harri- 
dan who already is his wife. In a mo- 
ment of supreme sacrifice, the ward 
slays the drunken wife to free her be- 
loved protector of his woes. Then she 
kills herself. It is not likely that Mr. 
Locke would attempt seriously to de- 
fend himself from the charge of resort- 
ing to sheer melodrama in making this 
child commit such an unjustifiable 
crime. 

This tragedy marks the final awaken- 
ing of Stella, and she sets about doing 
the work of a real woman in the world. 
By and by, her own love story de 
velops, and, as it does so, she comes 
to understand the “terrible splendor of 
life.”” (Lane.)

PARTISAN ELECTION MACHINERY. 

In this week’s issue of the Mirror Dr. William 
Preston Hill, late Progressive candidate for Pres- 
ident of the Board of Assessors, has a sensible ar- 
ticle on our election system. He finds a funda 
mental fault in the power exercised by the Little 
Bosses of the two leading parties over the elec- 
tion machinery. He asserts that there is dishon- 
esty in all our elections, and this is the cause 
of indifference of citizens to elections and 
necessarily of bad government. He attributes 
election dishonesty to the manner of choosing 
judges and clerks of elections. He says: 

Now the reason that our elections are dis- 
honest is because they are struggles between 
two parties to determine which shall possess 
the government and we have recognized this 
condition in our election laws. We have pro- 
ceeded on the theory that each party will do 
its level best to achieve the victory and there- 
fore that, if we set one party to watch the 
other, everything will be all right. The elec- 
tion judges and clerks are therefore -practi- 
cally employes of the two dominant parties, 
instead of representing all the people. 
Touching the remedy, Dr. Hill adds: 

We will never have much improvement in 
the character of our government until we 
break the power of these Central Committee- 
men over the appointment of judges and 
clerks of election and through that their 
power over the counting of the votes. This 
is a paramount reform without which all 
other reforms will not accomplish very much. 
All of this is true. The Post-Dispatch has re- 

peatedly directed attention to this glaring error in 
our election laws, and has demanded their thor- 
ough revision in the interest of the public. Im- 
provements have been made by dint of hard ham- 
mering, but radical reform has been blocked by 
politicians of all parties who combine to retain 
control of election forces. The principle of party 
control is primarily wrong because the party pol- 
iticlans have the greatest interest in the result 
of elections. We have recently had abundant evi- 
dence of their crooked work. 

In the present system the State deliberately 
recognizes the spoils system in the election law, 
and grafts it on the election machinery where it 
can do the most harm in perpetuating the power 
of party bosses and spoilsmen. 

If any one branch of government should be free 

from party influence it is the election department. 
The force of judges and clerks should be chosen 
and retained by the merit system. They should 
be under no obligation to any man or any party. 
The personal equation should be reduced to a 
minimum by the use of voting machines and other 
devices which contribute automatically to an hon- 
est vote and an honest count. 
If the reformers would concentrate on the re- 
form of elections their opportunity to realize oth- 
ei: reforms would be greatly improved. The first 
step to independent municipal government is a 
nonpartisan election force. 
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Thomas J. Leonard, former bookmaker and 
former lobbyist for the racetrack gambling in- 
terests, is prominently mentioned by the Demo- 
crats for clerk of the new House of Delegates. 
This is the same Leonard, a member of the 
Democratic City Committee from the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, who managed to draw a salary of 
$3.50 a day as a clerk in the recent Legislature. 
He seldom appeared in Jefferson City for duty 
except on payday. Unless the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House is courting public disap- 
proval at the very outset of its labors it had 
better discard the Leonard candidacy.

ST. LOUIS ENTERTAINS A VISITOR. 

The visit to St. Louis of Miss Jessie Woodrow 
Wilson affords the West its first opportunity for 
making the acquaintance of a member of the 
President’s interesting family. 

Certainly of a long line of White House “prin- 
cesses,’ there is none of whom the West’s first 
impressions are more agreeable. All it has been 
permitted to learn of the household lately trans- 
ferred from Trenton to Washington inclines St. 
Louis to a gracious judgment. It has seemed to 
exemplify some of the very best standards of 
the cultivated American home. The simplicity, 
good taste, old-fashioned courtesy for others, ap- 
preciation of the things really worth while, in 
short, genuine refinement shown by its mem- 
bers on taking up their new life, unspoiled by 
the dazzling successes of the past few months, 
have not been unmarked in either West or East. 
These are pleasing qualities to be reintroduced 
under the white light that beats on the dwelling 
where the first household of the land lives.

That the honor of today’s visit is due to a 
desire to aid a practical effort in behalf of higher 
learning is not unappreciated by St. Louisans. 
White House “princesses” there have been who 
would not have undertaken so long a journey for 
such a purpose, or, in fact, for any purpose un- 
related with ‘some ostentatious public function 
or some extravagance in display by smart society. 
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If they call them “jitney” shows, why not “fit- 
ney” traction fares? It seems to be a good word 
for a payment entitling a man to something less 
than standing room in a street car on a five-mile 
run. 
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FIRE PREVENTION IN THEATERS. 
Calling attention to 93 fires in moving-picture 
shows since the beginning of 1908, Insurance 
Engineering reviews the subject of necessary 
precautions, and sums up the legislation that 
has been adopted to enforce these precautions. 
Apart from the matter of abundant exits for the 
audience, which the St. Louis ordinances cover, 
the magazine finds that there are practically 
three dangers to be guarded against. These are, 
fire starting in the operator’s room; panic of 
the audience on perceiving the fire; ignorance 
and carelessness of operators. , 

To avoid these three main dangers the latest 


catching fire are suggested. In case of accident 
producing fire, the most modern form of opera- 
tor’s booth is so constructed that the audience 
can be kept without knowledge of what is going 
on and in safety during the time needed to 
empty the theater, the fire being shut off from 
the auditorium by walls of steel: and asbestos. 
Finally the precaution that will reduce danger 
is employment of operators

who are licensed by the city and under it® COD- 


trol. 

The imcreasing number of moving-pféture 
shows in St. Louis and the other Missouri cities 
and towns is a reason for legislation insuying® 
all known precautions, and especially the! ex- 
amination and licensing of operators. For their 
own safety, a8 well as that of the public, and to 
reduce the loss of property by fire, they should 
be men who have a knowledge of the electrical 
and other requirements of their trade.

Law in the Gundlach Case. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Through your columns may I respond to sev- 
eral inquiries regarding the legal significance of 
Mr. Festus J. Wade’s act in attempting to em- 
ploy the President of the City Council as an ap- 
praiser of the United Railways Co.? 

Taking Mr. Wade's typewritten statement of 
March 28 at its face value, no crime was commit- 
ted because a corrupt intent was absent. Again 
taking Mr. Wade's statement at its face value, his 
act was undoubtedly illegal because it was an at- 
tempt to interfere with a contract of agency. 
This is a well recognized wrong in law as well as 
in morals. Mr. W. M. Geldart, Blackstone's pres- 
ent successor in the Vinerian professorship at 
Oxford, in. his handbook on “Elements of English 
Law” lays this down as an elementary proposition: 
“An agent must not, without his principal's knowl- 
edge and consent, receive any record or commis- 
sion from those with whom he deals on his prin- 
cipal’s behalf.” 

It goes without saying that Mr. Gundlach fs an 
agent for the city of St. Louis by reason of his 
official position. Because of the peculiar nature 
of his agency Mr. Gundlach could not obtain the 
consent of his principal to accept a commission 
from the United Railways Co. By Mr. Wade's 
own statement Mr. Gundlach was constantly deal- 
ing officially with the United Railways Co. and 
had “persistently” urged objection “to any meas- 
ure favorable to the United Railways Co.” Mr. 
Gundlach’s “notorious antipathy to the United 
Railways Co.” is what led Mr. Wade “to believe it 
would be wise” to have Mr. Gundlach accept money 
as an appraiser. If Mr. Gundlach had accepted 
this.-employment Mr. Gundlach would have vio- 
lated an implied condition in his contract of 
agency, that of undivided loyalty. Mr. Wade and 
Capt. McCulloch conspired together in an attempt 
to induce Mr. Gundlach to break his contract of 
agency with the city. This is an illegal act re- 
gardless of the motive. If the facts had been 
shown to the Circuit Court at the time, the Court 
would have issued an injunction against Mr. 
Wade. Then if Mr. Wade had carried out his 
plan he would have been in contempt’ of court, and 
could have been sent to jail, exactly as labor union 
officials have been sent to jail under legally simi- 
lar circumstances.

When employed one is told that the of- 
fice hours are from 8:30 a. m. to 12 m. and 1 to 
5:30 p. m., but that for a short ‘time the hours 
will be 8:30 a. m. to 12 m. and 12:45 to 5:45 p. m., 
in each case Saturday afternoons off. The latter 
hours have been In force for over a year—the 
excuse being that as soon as none of us arrive 
late, our old eight-hour day will be given back, 
which excuse is apparent in itself. We are 
counted late if we register 8:30 a. m., and some- 
— 20 people are crowded around the book at

The Saturday afternoon off is a farce. We 
have had four since Jan. 1. 

With a force of this size naturally some are 
sick or have sickness in the family, necessitating 
ftaying at home. Every bit of time so lost must 
be made up—but only on Saturday afternoons, 
nnd {f a whole division or the whole department 
works on Saturday afternoon, that time must be 
rounted on the time to be made up. At certain 
times in the month it fs necessary to work at 
night—generally until 10 o’clock. No overtime 
is paid or supper money allowed, nor !s any of 
this time allowed to count upon time to be 
made up. ' 

The question is: Has the clerk no legal right in 
the case? Can the company require this over- 
time without proper remuneration?

One Woman’s Experience. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

I am surprised at tHe attitude your valuable 
paper has taken in regard to the wages of the 
working girl. Let me tell you’ my experience, 
which is all true: 

I was a widow with one child, a boy. The only 
employment where I could be with my son was 
clerking. I started in on very small wages. I 
worked hard to get a raise, as I was promised. 
After a time I was promoted to forelady, at the 
same salary. I didn’t object the first week as I 
had lots to learn in my new position. In the 
meantime I had managed to get my son fn as 
wagon boy at $4 per week. I was raised the 
whole sum of $1 a week. That made my salary 
$6 a week. My son got $4 a week, making a to- 
tal of $10. Our rent was $4 a week, street car 
fare for both was $1.20 per week, lunch for both 
$1.20 per week. That was $6.40 out of $10, leav- 
ing us $3.60 for food, clothing and laundry. For 
my $6 I was in charge of three, sometimes six 
girls. I had to look after all orders, do half the 
buying, help decorate the windows once a week, 
attend to all shipments to my department and 0 
K every bill of lading. From three to four nights 
a week I was compelled to remain at the store 
until 9:30, and by the time I reached home was 
too tired to eat, but was just aBle to fix a lunch 
for my s0n. : 

Does anyone call that living? I had a chance to 
marry a man I thought was all right and I mar- 
riled him for a home; his conduct has driven my 
son from home, I know not where, and I blame 
the low wages as the cause of it all. If I had 
been making a fair living I would never have 
tmnarried, and I know of.other just such cases as 
mine. Now I am anything but a happy woman.

‘Munchau sen- 
like.’ The first 
hostile act did not 
come from the 
South, The United 
States officer, the 
representative of 
the Federal Gov- 
ernment, who on 
Dec. 20, 1865, 
stealthily transferred the garrison of 
Fort Moultrie to Fort Sumter, spiked 
the guns of the fort, and destroyed the 
ammunition, struck the tocsin of war 
and fired the first shot.’’ 

Gen. Beauregard spoke with the rem- 
iniscent air of one who lived again a 
life crisis long past. 

“Sometimes I wonder how a man teels 
as he aims the first gun that opens a 
long and terrible war,’’ I said. 

“I would rather have lived a thousand 
years in purgatory than have given th. 
order for the firing of that first shot. 
I prayed with my whole heart,’’ touch- 
ing the rosary that he always wore, 
“with my every breath that this cup 
might pass from me. And while we 
made every preparation to fire upcn 
Sumter I prayed that if a shot haa 
to come it would be from the fort, 
grown impatient for the arrival of me 
fleet.’’ 


“The commander cf Fort Sumter was 
a Kentuckian and might have felt 
double reason for being as reluctant as 
you to fire upon his neighbors just 
across tie line.’ 

“Yes; Maj. Anderson 
blooded Kentuckian and his wife was a 
charming Southern girl, the daughter 
of Gov. Church of Georgia. And I knew 
that his heart should be with the cause 
represented oy the flag which wave 
within range of his very guns.

He wrote a history of the Mexican 
war in five stanzas and sang it to an 
old Spanish air. Just before the bat- 
tle he sang the verses. And the most 
lasting picture I have of him is ag he 
sang the verse in his tender, sympa- 
thetic voice describing the leaving of 
Mexico after the last battle was 
fought: 

* "We are leaving those behind us whose 
manly hearts and brave, 

That to our starry banner their true 
devotion gave. 

Long since have atilled their beating in 
the silence of the grave. 

Then a tear, boys, a tear, 

For those manly hearts and brave.’ 

“My last memory of him is as he 
dashed into the fight waving his hand 
and singing the chorus of the first 
verse, ‘Then, hurrah, boys, hurrah; for 
our banner, boys, hurrah!’ ’”’ 

‘The banner came near going down at 
one time in the fight, didn’t it?’’ I said. 

‘Yes; it was a lucky thing for us that 
old “Fuss and Feathers’ chose the better 
part in letting Johnston’s army come to 
my relief when the forces were retreat- 
ing.

There has been a gathering of equal suffragists 
in St. Louis this past week. The Mississippi Val- 
ley Suffrage Conft:ence assembled in the rose 
parlors of the Buckingham Hotel. Women came 
from states where the ballot already has been 
gained, from states where voting still is a coveted 
privilege and from “campaign states’ where the 
franchise is on its way to attainment. 

There have been learned addresses bespeaking 
woman’s undoubted fitness for political equality 
with man. Reading the routine reports of these 
“papers,” you might easily suppose woman had 
exchanged all her weaknesses for the superior 
strength, liberal mindedness, logic, in fact, all the 
qualities usually attributed. only to man. 

I’m not disputing the sincerity of the papers, 
much less woman’s ability to govern herself. |! 
am only defending some of her ancient preroga- 
tives, which, though they be weaknesses—quali- 
ties in which she must be humored—I would not 
surrender even for the power in politics. 


_ Sitting * the conference day by day, just 
among our _—s, plenty of purely feminine foibles 
came to the drface. For it must be remembered 


that this was not a meeting for the spread of 
propaganda. Nobody needed to be converted. The 
politics ‘were all inside politics, plain, common, 
down-to-earth politics, for. immediate consump- 
tion.

Only Avowed Militant Fails 
to Offer Pankhurst Resolution 


ND again, O, blessed inconsistency! Let 
A us have a look at the only avowed and 
accredited militant in the assemblage. She 
is Miss Anne Martin, president of the Nevada 
State Suffrage organization.: She is scarcely more 
than four feet tall, seeming shorter and solider in 
her flat-heeled shoes and severe tailor-made suit. 
Her father was United States Senator and could 
have been Governor of Nevada, it is said. 

“I went over to England to help the militants,” 
Miss Martin told me» “I was in the famous Black 
Friday riot, Nov. 18, 1910, when so many out- 
rages and indignities were suffered at the hands 
of the police. Winston Churchill had . ordered 
the roughest bobbies of the East Bnd to subdue 
the women. I-tried with all my might for five 
hours to get arrested. I finally succeeded, and 
was thrust into jail. But the crafty Churchill re- 
leased us after a few hours. You cannot imagine 
how discouraging it is to the women. 

“Poor Mrs. Pankhurst, -he will never live 
through this latest sentence. She will either die 
or escape it in some way.” 

Yet, when some of us srggested that she pre- 
sent a resolution of sympathy for Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, and Miss Martin agreed to the suggestion, 
the conference ended without her daring so far 
ax to introduce the subject to the peaceful body 
of women. 

Another surprise was the Rev. Caroline Bartlett 
Crane. She is the woman who investigated the

Stewart from suspicion, as the women in the 
audience looked from. one to the other. presi- 
dent, both women being fashionably gowned.

HAD thought that Catharine Waugh Mc-

tions, Baker was one of the triumvirate which 
held the ultimate power of Wall street in their 
bands. 

Like Morgan, he was and is a master of the 
mode of concentration by which the power was 
amassed, but though he was known as Morgan’s 
right-hand man, he was as often an adviser as 
an actives aid. In his training and character as 
financier he possesses a marked contrast to Mor- 
gan. Baker has been more closely identified with 
what brokers call straight banking. He has been 
engaged in a public banking business amenable 
to national banking laws. Morgan did a private 
banking business, amenable only to state laws 
and fewer restrictions, consequently of greater 
scope. The impress of the banker’s character is 
more distinct upon Baker. As a banker he loomed 
the larger of the two. Conservatism and ethics 
are more prominent in his composition. On the 
other hand, his testimony before the Pujo Com- 
mittee revealed a broader and clearer conception 
of tendencies and a bolder spirit than Morgan’s, 
with what seemed to be a deeper conscience. 

Baker’s natural position of leadership is likely 
to be reinforced by James Stillman’s power. They 
will probably act together as in the past. The 
house of J. P. "Morgan & Co. is likely to turn to 
Baker. Davison, the active, strong man of the 
house, received his training under Baker in the 
First National, and “Young Jack” Morgan might 
naturally be expected, for the present, to follow 
the leadership of his father’s closest ally. 

Mr. Baker has just turned 73 years, and he has 
learned some lessons by which Wall street may 
profit. When the Pujo Committee painstakingly 
defined what it meant by “Money Trust” he rec- 
ognized its existence; he admitted that interlock- 
ing directorates center in the hands of a few men 
control over a vast system of banks, industries, 
railroads, utility and insurence corporations, and 
other property; that no great enterprise could 
succeed against the opposition of Morgan and his 
associates; that a bank would be prevented by the 
ethics of the business from financing a concern 
to compete with concerns which it had already 
supported, and that competition is practically 
wiped out in the larger financial and industrial 
world. 3 

What is more important to the country, this 
man who is declared the leader admitted that 
concentration had gone far enough, that in bad’ 
hands the power would be a menace, and even in 
good hands undesirable for the country. In his 
admissions he indicated a conscience, a sense of 
responsibility, a concern for the country, and a 
disposition to bow to the public will. 

If these qualities prove real, Wall street will 
be fortunate in its new ruler. In any event his 
admissions have made legislation to control] the 
money power imperative. 
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REFORMS IN HOUSE RULES. 
One Democratic Congress reformed the oppres- 
sive Cannon rules governing the House as a whole. 
Just as urgent a duty rests on the next Democratic 
Congress to reform the wasteful rules governing 
appropriations that make intelligent national ex- 
penditure almost impossible. 
Up to 1880, one House committee had charge 
of all appropriation bills, the Ways and Means 
Committee until 1865 and the Appropriations 
Committee thereafter. In 1880 the Agricultural 
appropriation bill was taken from the jurisdiction 
or the Appropriations Committee and five years 
later six other bills were taken from it. The 
reason assigned was a desire to shear power from 
Bamuel J. Randall, but when this reason lost 
force there was no return to the old system. 
Now, of 13 great supply bills, the Appropria- 
tions Committee controls but six. Each of seven 
other bills is controlled by a single committee. 
No less than eight committees direct the expen- 
diture of money. Co-opération among them and 
correlation of effort are unknown. Each prepares 
its bill with reference ‘to the needs of its own 
jurisdiction. The public’s hope for Democratic, 
economy cannot be met unless the system is 
changed. 
“No plan will be effective,” said Congressman 
Sherley of Kentucky in analyzing suggested plans 
for reform, “which does not provide for the con- 
sideration of total sums to be appropriated prior 
to a consideration of individual supply bills.” 
The soundness of the principle is obvious. 
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SAFETY FOR RIVER OITIES. 

There are a number of cities lying alongside 
rivers, or at the confluence of two or more 
streams, which have to wage a perpetual fight 
against floods. Others, such as Dayton, are only 
subject to floods when the rainfall is phenom- 
enal or when reservoirs break. The authorities 
of all such cities should now be studying the 
most practicable and most scientific methods of 
providing for their future safety 

Two methods are suggested—either to bufld 
higher levees, or to raise the general level of the 
city above high water mark. The levee system 
is costly, but the expense of raising the entire 
level of a city of any size is usually regarded as 
prohibitive. On the other hand, what is saved 
by relying upon levees may be more than lost 
when levees give way. But a city permanently

The Symphony Society is justifiably pleased 
with the results of the season just closed, during 
which it increased its orchestra to a total of 80 
musicians, and offered one of the greatest lists 
of soloists ever presented in St. Louis. The def- 
icit was comparatively light, and the increased 
public support proved the wisdom of the manage- 
ment in satisfying the demand for more popular 
music while not losing sight of its chief object— 
the familiarizing of the music-loving public with 
the best classical works. 

It is the intention of the society in the next 
year or so to add five mor» musicians to the or- 
chestra, which will bring it up to the Chicago 
standard, but at a much less expense to the pub- 
lic and the fund guarantors. Chic-go’s orchestra 
of 85 performers involves an annual expense of 
$140,000. 

The St. Louis Symphony managemert has de- 
cided on a step which will enable music lovers 
here to enjoy the season’s concerts through an in- 
vestment which will hardly be noticeable. Season 
tickets will be offered for sale on the monthly 
payment plan. By the payment of a small sum 
each month, the subscriber will have his or her 
name enrolied on the list for a choice of seats. 
When the season begins these seats will have 
been paid for and the subscriber can enjoy his 
investment without further outlay. 3 

The Symphony Orchestra is an invaluable fac- 
tor in the growth of culture in St. Louis. Itis a 
credit to the city and an attraction to outsiders. 
Wisely managed, it will, in time, become self- 
supporting. Meanwhile, there should be no hesi- 
tancy in sustaining it through the guarantee fund 
as an institution that is an honor to St. Louis and 
en evidence of its standing among enlightened 
communities. :

“HOT AIR” IN THE COMMONS 
IS CAUSED BY “HOT AIR” 


LONDON, April 5.—One explanation given to 
the tendency to heated tempers and violent lan- 
guage in the House of Commons is the faulty 
system of ventilation by which the body cooling 
process is retarded. The air in the House un- 
dcubtedly is’ enervating, and a scientific inquiry 
has been made with a view to its improvement. 
Prof. Hill of London University, who analyzed 
the air, says: 

“It Is pumped into the chamber at the ideal 
summer temperature of 63 degrees Fahrenheit, but 
there is no draft and the air is kept at such an 
even temperature that it does not cause a suf- 
ficiently speedy loss of body heat. This tries 
the nervous system, the members get too warm 
and relaxed and their appetite diminishes, but 
they feel bound to eat, especially as food is 
cheap, all kinds of evils ensuing.”

THINKS REMEDY PROBABLE 
Believes Cure Will Be Found in 


Something That Circulates 
in Blood. 


Things which may appear to most per- 
sons as trivial were pointed out yes- 
terday as some of the chief causes of 
cancer by Dr. Leo Loeb, who lectured 
before the St. Louis Society of Pedagogy 


at the Central High School auditorium. 

Dr. Loeb is director of laboratories at 

the Barnatd Free Skin and Cancer Hos- 

pital. 

Among the apparently trivial causes of 
cancer named by Dr. Loeb, are the fol- 
lowing: — 

1, Constant scratching of warts. 

2. Constant mechanical irritation on 

sore spots. 

3% Irritation of the lips by the use of 

a pipe or tobacco. 

. 4&4 The sharp edge of a tooth rub- 
bing against certain places on the 
tongue. 

' The subject of the lecture was ‘““Ihe 

Biology of Cancer.”’ The foregoing 

causes of the disease were merely in- 
ridental to the lecture, which was at- 


Pes tended by more than 100 St. Louis teach- 


ers. Besides discussing the origin of 
cancer, Dr. Loeb spoke of its destruc- 
tive character, telling how it spreads 
and destroys_the important organs and 
tissues of the body and thus causes 
death. 

Dr. Loeb believes that eventually a 
cure for cancer will be found in a rem- 
edy that circulates through the bjood 
and that exerts action wherever cancer 
is present. The first systematic at- 
tempts along this line of treatment have 
been made within the last two years, 
he said, and are indicative of success. 

“It is through the teachers that we 
can hope to influence the minds of 
the children, and therefore I regard it 
as not inappropriate to address teach- 
ers on such a subject,’ said Pr. Loeb. 
“All progress in hygiene depends upon 
progress in science, and in order to 
attain the best possible condition for

Irritation a Chicf Cause. 

“Irritation is one. of the principal 
causes of cancer. If a person has a 
wart on his skin which is constantly 
scratched, it is Hable to be converted 
into a cancer; or if there is on some 
part of the body a tear of the skin 
which is not attended to and, causes 
constant irritation, it may gradually 
give rise to a cancer. 

“Jf in smokers the lip is irritated by 
tobacco or a pipe, cancer may develop; 
or if the sharp edge of a tooth rubs for 
a long time against certain places of 
the tongue, cancer is iikely to follow. 

“Again I desire ty say that irritation 
fs one of the citlef causes of cancer. 
It we retho-é very early the source of 
irri pr the sore spot, which, under 
thé infiuence. of some irritation that we 
cannot prevent does not heal, then we 
, alt probability prevent this place 
from developing into a cancer,

VISION OF ST. LOUIS 
IN 1843 WOULD BE 
QUAINT Slant TOUS 


Eighteenth Street Was Western 
Boundary Then and There 
Were Only 6 Wards. 


Editor Post-Dispatch. 

The great metropolis that now stands 
on the west bank of the Mississippi, 
just below its confluence with the Mis- 
souri River, did not spring from the 
earth, mushroom-like, between the sun- 
set of evening and the dawn of morn- 
ing. Nor has its growth been of. the 
kind that characterizes some of the 
older world, whose foundations were 
laid deep in the myths and mysteries 
of a prehistoric age. 

Although Pierre Laclede marked the 
site of St. Louis in 1763, it was 6 years 
later before the settlement assumed the 


dignity of a corporate town. In 1835 
the place was a mere trading village 
with less than 7000 Inhabitants. Nine 
years later it had grown to a city with 
a population of 35,000, and its sanguine 
promoters predicted that before the end 
of the century St. Louis would be sur- 
passed only by New York and New Or- 
leans. These men appreciated the phys- 
ical advantages of the place, but they 
could not foresee that their great river 
would soon be superseded as a highway 
of commerce by a network of iron roads 
constructed to meet the pressing busi- 
ness of modern times. 
Roundaries 70 Years Ago. 

Seventy years ago the city limits ex- 
tended to Arsenal street on the south 
and to Dock street on the:north. The 
western boundary crossed Market at 
Eighteenth street, The city was divided 
into six wards, and was governed by a 
Mayor and two boards called Aldermen 
and Delegates. The Mayor at that time 
was Bernard Pratte, the first native- 
born Mayor of St. Louis. The only hos- 
pital in the city was one managed by 
the Sisters of Charity, on Fourth and 
Spruce streets. - 

The city paid towards the support of 
this hospital about $10,000 annually, and 
about $2000 additional was paid to it by 
the United States, which had the privi- 
lege of sending patients there. There 
were nine public schools, supported by a 
fund derived from ground within the 
city, granted by Congress for the sup- 
port of public instruction. 

This fund, as well as the schools, was 
managed by a board of directors. 
Thomas H. West was president of the 
board, William Renshaw treasurer, and 
Z. B: Curtis secretary. The total aver- 
age attendance of these schools was 870. 

In addition to these there were three 
Catholie free schools and a number of 
private and sectarian institutions of 
learning. There were 23 churches, rep- 
resenting eight denominations, as fol- 
lows: Catholic, 6; Presbyterian, 6; Epis- 
copal, 3; Methodist, 3; Baptist, 2, and 
Lutheran, Dutch Reformed and Uni- 
tarian, 1 each. 

Looking Backward 70 Years. 

If an aviator of today, hovering high 
over the city in his aeroplane, could 
be enabled by some magic power to 
view St. Louis as it appeared 70 years 
ago, he would see below him a row of 
limestone stores of two to four stories, 
centering on Market street and extend- 
ing along the river front about a mile. 
This is Front or Water street. In the 
river, some fifty or sixty steamboats 
are moored close in, with their bows 
to the shore. The broad levee is cov- 
ered with bales of hemp, tobacco, furs 
and hides, with hogsheads, barrels and 
boxes of all kinds, among which negro 
handlers are moving about like a swarm 
of ants. The incessant rattle of mule 
trucks on the levee, the shrill voices 
of the men directing the work and the 
songs of the negroes can be heard dis- 
tinctly. 

On the limestone bluff, 35 feet high- 
er and directly above Front street, is a 
row of stores and faetories extending 
along Main or First street nearly two 
miles. This is the wholesale business 
Street. The next two or three streets 
west, running parallel with the river, 
are fairly well built up from Convent 
street on the south to Biddle street on 
the north, and straggling houses and 
factories extend beyond these limits. 

The business center of the city ap- 
‘pears to be around Second and Market 
streets, and Sixth street is on the west- 
There is a 
lone house on Ninth and Market streets 
and few, if any, houses west of that 
point. In the residence part there are 
many quaint looking houses, with small 
dormer windows of the French period. 
Here and there are orchards and tine- 
yards and some stately stone mansions 
with broad chimney gables and high 
porticos. 


The Old Chouteau Pond. 

West of the city is Chouteau’s Pond, 
a beautiful sheet of water with many 
inlets. The lower part of this pond 
is at Ninth and Market streets, and it 
extends south and west and then north 
to Market street again, forming a cres- 
cent in rough outline of agout two miles. 
in extent and averaging a quarter of 
a mile in breadth. Far to the north are 
two Indian mounds; on the lower 
mound, just east of Broadway, near 
Ashley street, the city had its reser- 
voir, into which water is pumped from 
the river. This reservoir has a ca- 
pacity of about 300,000 gallons. 

On the upper mound, on Broadway, 
about one and a quarter miles from the 
courthouse, a large two-story pavilion 
has been built for a pleasure resort. 
This mound is of oblong shape and its 
summit is 60 feet above the street. Three 
miles south of the business part of the 
city is the United States arsenal. Three 
miles further down the river can be 
seen the French village of Carondelet. 
Still farther beyond is Jefferson Bar- 
racks, the headquarters of the Western 
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ets of wild plum and hazel.

on Fourth street. The building is quite 
nhew—in fact, the eastern wing has not 
yet been built—and Its wall of Nght 
bray limestone shine in the sunlight.

Selden cross towering high above the 
Surrounding buildings. Just north of 
the courthouse he sees the old Planters 
Hotel, five stories high, covering half 


the best hotels in the Western country 
and is kept by Benjamin Stickney. There 
are a few other buildings that look fa- 
miliar, but he is unable to identify them. 

Looking eastward he sees the river, 
broad and tawny then, as today. On 
the eastern shore is I)linois Town, the 
terminus of the stage coach line that 
carries eastern mail and Passengers 
between Vincennes and the Mississippi. 
A little further inland are the villages 
of Cahokia and Brooklyn. 

So much for the old St. Louis of two 
generations ago.

Later, through co-operation with the 
Forestry Service, it becamé known «#s 
the Mississippt Valley Laboratory of 
the Department of Agriculture. Dr. 
Herman Von Schrenk' was placed in 
charge, and here was made the first 
systematic study of timber diseases. 
Co-operation with the Government 
was discontinued in 1906. Three years 
later a fire-proof addition to the build- 
ing was built and apparatus installed, 
giving ample facilities for research and 
graduate instruction. Today the Iii- 
brary of the laboratory contains more 
than 70,000 volumes of technical works. 


Various important scientific experi- 
ments are made all the year round by 
the staff of botanists and students at 
the garden. Among those now under 
way is the study of a new method for 
the bacteriological analysis of air.. In 
the application of this study it is in- 
tended to determine relatively the de- 


mycologist, Dr. Moore explains that a 
mycologist is one who has a knowledge 
of fungi. Prof. Burt will pay particular 
attention to the organisms producing 
serious diseases in trees, shrubs and 
plants.

lambs sold at $8@8.40 and the poorer of- 
ferings at .25@7.85. Some clipped 
lambs arrived and they sold just about 
$1 under what similar grades that were 
not clipped brought. Yearlings were in 
fair demand and brought $7.25@7.75. 

Sheep found a good market, but there 
was only a few on sale. Best muttons 
went at $6.40@6.65 and the fair grades at 
$6@6.35. Clipped sheep sold at $5.35@ 
6.75, with a few clipped wethers at $6. 
Most of the sheep offered were from 
Colorado and went at $6.50. Stockers 
brought $3.50@4.50 and bucks $5.26@5.50 

Light receipts of horses were in vogue 
at all times during the week. Floods in 
the East hampered traffic facilities, 
with the result that buying was exceed- 
ingly light. Eastern offerings sold gen- 
erally steady and a fair demand exist- 
ed. Southerners were selling at steady 
values fairly readily. The native trade 
was probably the best. 

The mule market was very slow at 
all times during the week. Dealers had 
light supplies on hand, but these proved 
more than sufficient to satisfy an ex- 
ceedingly quiet demand for all kinds 
and they advised the shippers to hold 
off for at least another week and give 
them a chance to clean up the market. 
Prices remained steady on all kinds 
with but few buyers operating. 
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Wheat holders forced a slow rise in 
prices the past week, ignoring almost 
perfect conditions in the domestic win- 
ter wheat belt and a rather bearish run 
of statistical news. Final prices on 
the active futures: were close to the 
highest level touchéd. 

Most of the demand was encouraged 
by the continued strength in foreign 
markets, Liverpool in particular show- 
ing a continued upward drift. 

There is little question that the price 
in that market is being manipulated for 
effect on domestic prices, but it also 
is a fact that the old world raised an 
inferior grade of wheat last year, and 
with light supplies in Russia, an un- 
usual demand for good grade wheat 
from the United States and Canada has 
been legitimate to raise the milling 
grades of all foreign supplies. 

The Foreign Demand. 

While this foreign demand has bee 
sustaining prices in the face of tg 
able crop conditions and liberal domes- 
tic supplies the period of crop scares 
is now immediately before the market. 
Soon one will be able to glance at the 
commission house files and read mes- 
sages like the following: ‘‘Motored 100 
miles through Southern Kansas today; 
everything burning up; temperature 100 
degrees in the shade all day and no 
relief in sight. John Jones, who has the 
largest farm in Racine County, says 
unless rain comes in a few days, crop 
will be a total failure. This section 
won't raise one-third of a crop.” 

Every year has its crop scares, fake 
or real, and there is no reason why this 
year should be an exception. Even s0 
early as the past week, reports of Hes- 
sian fly were sent in from Kansas, and 
at yesterday’s session some enthusias- 
tic “crop destroyer’ reported Western 
Kansas as in need of moisture, when 
the entire State has been deluged with 
rain for several weeks. 

It makes no difference what the price 
is when damage reports come, as they 
must, futures go up; and, with the Chi- 
cago crowd still active on the bull side 
of the market, one may be sure they 
will go up backed by sufficient energy 
to put many big bears to flight.

If this proves true 
the bull crowd can hold prices with- 
out much trouble by announcing ex- 
ports, when futures become tempo- 
rarily oversold, until some _ actual 
crop scare come along and causes a 
more general bullish sentiment, 


Compared with other food products 
wheat is about the cheapest thing in 
the markets, and on the end of the 
crop prices in four out of the past 
five have gone out about $1 a bushel 
in the face of heavier supplies than 
at present. It remains to be seen if 
this year is an exception. 


St. Louis corn bulls have been badly 
trimmed by the Chicago crowd. Some 
time back when corn futures were in 
the neighborhood of 50c, Chicago wired 
the local traders that New York was 
long a big line of corn and that Chi- 
Cago bears were gunning for them.

Mann's mother, Mrs. James Sharp, 5 
Rue d@’Alger, one block from the Tull- 
leries Garden. Mrs. Sharp is a sister 
of Miss Mary Buell, Paris correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Tribune. Edward 
Sharp of Chicago is her brother-in-law. 
Mrs. Mann told the story of her flight 
from New York in October, 1911, under 
an assumed name, in order that she 
might take the child to Europe without 
molestation. 

While she talked, Lucy, whose name 
has been changed to Helen Mann by her 
foster-mother, played in a front room 
of the apartment with a doll, ignorant

She talked with her doll in French, and 
she Msped French songs to it. Her 
clothing consisted of a white frock, 
over which was a comfortable blue 
jacket. She was the picture of health, 
and seemed a part of the sunshine that 
flooded through the windows into the 
apartment. 
‘No one in the world can ever take 
that little girl from me,” said Mrs, 
Mann, as she looked at the child. “I 
simply adore her. I love her with my 
heart and soul. Were she my own flesh 
and blood I could not love her more. 
She is my life, my all. I actually would 
die were I parted from her. She has 
entwined her little self about me until 
she is my very life.’’ 
Mrs, Mann's smiles gave way to a 
grave expression, and she continued: 
““My husband is responsible for my ad- 
dress becoming known. He has brought 
this trouble upon me. I left him be- 
cause he was unkind to me, and he alone 
knew where and how I got baby, and 
he is seeking to harass me.

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Worse Outreses Expected in Revenge for Im- 
prisoning Mrs. Pankhurst, Who Has Starved 
Three Days— Officials at Wits’ End.

LONDON, April 5.—In revenge for the 
imprisoning of their leader, Mrs. Hmme- 
line Pankhurst, the militant suffragists 
were expected to signalize her first week 
end in jail by some startling deed or 


deeds of violence. Up to a late hour to- 
night the only notable outrage perpe- 
trated was the burning of the buildings 
on the race course at Ayr, Scotland, de- 
stroying the grandstand, stables and 
other property valued at $150,000. They 
usually perpetrate their worst mischief 
in the small hours of the morning, and 
other outrages are feared. 

Besides burning the race course build- 
ing at Ayr, suffragettes attempted to 
fire the new race course at Kelso, also 
In Scotland. Rags saturated with pe- 
troleum had been placed beneath the 
stand and ignited, when the watchmen 
on duty sprang out of their hiding place. 
Two women were caught. 

From Greenock, Scotland, it is reported 
that three women suspected of being 
suffragettes, have been trying to get 
into the dockyard, where the Aquitania, 
the biggest ship yet constructed, lies 
preparing for launching, possibly with 
the object of injuring her, though this 
could hardly be done without risk of 
serious loss of life. 

Many shop windows were smashed in 
Glasgow, including those of the Labor 
Exchange; telephone wires were cut at 
Lilantarnam, in Monmouthshire; letter 


boxes were damaged at Liverpool; flow- 
er beds in the public park at Newcastle 
were torn up and letter boxes were 
burned or damaged in London. 

The financial loss caused by suf- 


frage outrages has reached a serious 


at nearly half a million dollars. This: 
is entirely apart from the extra 
cost of police precautions and prose- 
cutions, which has been not less than 
$125,000 more. 

The authorities are at their wits end 
to know what to do. It is impossible to 
set guards at every unoccupied house 
in every out-of-the-way place through- 
out the country 

The janitors of the public galleries 
and the British Museum have been 
doubled, and no woman allowed to enter 
with an umbrella, muff or satche!, while 
those who show a disposition to Wan- 
der alone into unfrequented parts of 
the galleries are closely watched. There 
is said to be one militant whose ambi- 
tion is to destroy or injure the Anisdel 
Madonna by Raphael, the most valua- 
ble picture in the national collection. 
The authorities have been warned Of its 
peril. 

No one doubts that Mrs. Pankhurst 
will persevere in starving herself until 
she is so reduced in strength that the 
doctors will not take the responsibility 
of keeping her longer in prison. It is 
expected that she will be detained at 
least until next Tuesday when she will 
be released. But she will be under 
police gurveillance until she is well 


enough to be returned.

“Foley's dump was one of the worst 
examples of the class of saloons that 
should not be tolerated,” said the 
Captain. “It was nothing short of a 
crime incubator. There is no telling 
how many crimes were planned there. 
Simons twice was convicted of burg- 
lary and Foley was taken from the 
workhouse, where he was serving 
time for larceny, to the penitentiary 
for trying to kill a policeman. The 
safe blowing at Grafeman’s dairy two 
weeks Ago was only a few blocks 
from Foley’s saloon. 

“Foley made lots of friends while 
he was in the penitentiary and the 
fact that he was later managing a 
saloon here was evidently good news 
to convicts who wanted a place to 
loaf and get the lay of the land aft- 
er getting out of prison. Of course 
there are many men who reform after 
serving time, but managing a saloon 
in which gangsters congregate is not 
reforming. 

“Well, thank goodness, there are 
only a few of the ‘Bottoms Gang’ 
members left. I am not saying that 
in a spirit of facetiousness either. I 
seriously think the community will 
be better off when the last gangster 
is gone—even if it is to his grave. 


Not Allowed to Carry Weapons. 

“Failure to enforce the concealed 
weapon law was not responsible for 
the Carroll murder. Simons did not 
carry a revolver when he walkei the 
streets. If he did he would have 
been arrested long ago and charged 
with the offense. The policemen in 
my district do not allow ‘Bottoms 
Gang’ men to carry weapons. hey 
know they would be sent before the 
Police Board for neglect of duty if 
they did, 

“The policemen of this district, the 
same as those of all other districts, have 
positive orders to search all police char- 
acters they meet, and I have no reason 
to believe that any of my men ignore 
that order. 

“Simons did not go gunning for Car- 
roll in the sense that he intended to 
shoot his enemy on t. That murder 
was planned with determination, 
just like all gang murders are planned. 
The plot for that murder was hatched 
in the saloen where it occurred. The 
revolver with which Carroll was killed 
was not carried habitually by Simons in 
his pocket. It was in that saloon, where 
Simons could get it without any loss of 
time when the murder was to be com- 
mitted. 

“The Carroll murder only illustrates 
the necessity of strict enforcement of 
the excise regulation forbidding ex-con. 
victs to manage saloons. Such places 
serve only as a rendezvous for persons 
of criminal fnelination. Law breakers 
know they can discuss their plans with 
safety in such a place. 

“Safe biowings and highway robberies 
are not planned in orderly saloons. Crim. 

would not think of congregating in 
place conducted by a law-abiding sa- 

‘200n keeper. The presence of Tony 
_ Foley, ex-convict and former leader of 
the ‘Bottoms Gang,’ inspired the gang- 
sters. They knew Tony would not 


_ “When my patrolmen reported to me 


‘Tony Foley was managing the sa-

“It is not difficult for the police to 
keep an eye on the manager of a sa- 
loon, but it is a physical impossibility 
to kkeepaneyeonallof his customers. 
For that reason when my men reported 
to me that Foley was in charge of 
that saloon I sent him word, pending 
my report to the Excise Comissioner, 
that he would have to behave him- 
self and exclude police characters 
from his place. I instructed the of- 
ficers on the beat to keep a sharp 
lookout for gangsters and to arrest 
every known police character they 
found there. They brought in Em- 
met Carroll on one occasion and after 
keeping him in the holdover several 
hours I warned him that he would 
be arrested every time he was found 
in that saloon. 

‘I knew from experience in other 
cases thatassoonasit became known 
that Foley was running that saloon

ANDERSON FINDS 
POLICE AT FAULT 


Excise Commissioner Anderson yes- 
terday, in replying to police state- 
ments that he had failed to summon 
patrolmen to his office in the trials 
of Harry O’Brien, in whose name 
stands the license of the saloon at 
2300 Olive street, where Wesley (Red) 
Simons shot and killed Emmett Car- 
roll, declared he will prefer charges 
against Capt. Martin O’Brien and 
Patrolmen Lannis Davidson and 
James Robinson for failing to enforce 
the law against carrying concealed 
weapons. 

Patrolman Davidson, who reported 
the saloon on two occasions for vio- 
lations of excise regulations, said he 
was called as a witness when O’Brien 
was cited to show cause why his 
license should not be revoked. 

Capt. O’Brien, in a report for the 
Excise Commissioner, after the Car- 
roll killing predicted that unless the 
saloon is closed there may be another 
killing there at any time. 

Anderson pounded his desk em- 
phaticaly as he referred to O’Brien 
as a “prophetic Captain.” He said 
that if the police were more diligent 
in enforcing the law against weapons 
there would be fewer murders. 


No Record of Testimony. 

Anderson said it was his recolleca- 
tion that the policemen who made 
the reports against the saloon ap- 
peared at both hearings, but he said 
he kept no docket or no record to 
show who gave the testimony. 

lm his records he, found & memo- 
randum signed by him. It read: 

“March 17—Regarding report of 
the 13th from the Eighth District I 
have this day warned Harry O’Brien 
regarding permitting card playing in 
his saloon.” 

Anderson sald he could not remem- 
ber to whom this note was addressed. 
The police say they never received 
notice of the warning. 

The license to run a saloon was 
issued to Harry O’Brien Dec. 20 last 
by Edwin W. Lee, who was then Ex- 
cise Commissioner. Records in the 
excise office show that the applica- 
tion was made early in Decembe 
and that following an “ established 
custom Lee permitted O’Brien to run 
the saloon while an _ investigation 
was being made as to his character. 

According to the record, Police Cap- 
tain Hess, then commanding the Day- 
ton street district, certified that 
O’Brien, who sought a license to run 
a saloon in the Laclede avenue dis- 
trict was a man of “excellent repu- 
tation.” 

“O’Brien’s Reputation Good.” 

Anderson showed a Post-Dispatch 
reporter a report made to Lee Dec. 
10. It read: 

‘Harry O’Brien is 2 years old, single, 
lives with his mother and has an excel- 
lent reputation. His references sre 
Adolph Schierenberg, druggist, 2301 Cass 
avenue; J. Keegan. news dealer, 2515 
University street, and Robert L. Mce- 
Cann, merchant, 2622 Cass avenue. They 
gay they have known him a number of 
years and have found him to be a man 
of good moral character.” 

Anderson also showed a report by 
Capt. O’Brien of the Laclede Avenue 
District. This was dated Dec. 7 and 
read:

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IS FAMILY AFFAIR 


Lawyers, Witnessess and One 
Reporter Are Relatives of 
Principals. 


The trial of the divorce suit of 
Charles J. Anderson, an attorney, 
against Edna A. Anderson, which began 
in Judge McQuillin’s court last Monday 
and continued during the week, was not 
completed yesterday and the Court, be- 
cause of press of other business, was 
compelled to lay the case over for fur- 
ther hearing until next Friday.

While Mrs. Agnes Gratton, a witness 
for Anderson, was on the stand, she tes- 
tified that she had heard Mrs. Anderson 
complain about her husband's actions. 
“Did you ever hear any other woman

Anderson still occupies the home on 
California aveffue with his son. His 
wife lives at 321 North Grand avenue. 

Among other things in Anderson's 
testimony against his wife are:

From Padticah to {ts mouth, the 
Ohio ig gradually falling, according 
to our reportg this afternoon. The 
Cumbeflani and Tennéssee rivers 
are rising slightly, but we believe 
that these rises will have very little 
effect here, 

I am glad to hear that the Mississ- 
ippi at St. Leulg has shown a rise 
of only six-tenths of a foot since 
yesterday. We have been watching 
the upper Mississippi with sore 
anxiety, as we have believed from 
the first that we would be able to 
cope with the floods in the Ohia 

Cairo’s streets aré dry and dusty 
We made a good start today toward 
cleaning up all debris and the sani- 
tary conditions are excellent. 

Missouri Levees Hold. 

We are very grateful to Chicago 
and Peoria for their offers of aid, but 
[ advised the representatives of both 
Cities that we cannot accept relief. 
You see, we don't need it. But I teld 
them thatif it should happen that we 
should lose .our fight with the flood, 
we would notify them and would 
then be glad to accept their help. As 
it is now, Cairo, instead of accepting 
help, is extending it to nearby towns, 
and our people are doing much re- 
lief work.

NEW MADRID, Mo., April &—The St. 
Louis & San Francisco embankment 
between Lilbourne and Kewanee, in the 
extreme southeastern part of Missouri, 
was cut early this morning, at the di- 
rection of railway officials, to pre- 
vent flooding of a large section of the 
track should the levee break. The track 
which was cut was the short line of the 
Frisco eystem between 8t.

This action is taken as indicating 
clearly that the Powers are not follow- 
ing the lead of Washington in respect 
to Mexico, but rather are proceeding 
with a remarkable unanimity of senti- 
ment to do precisely what Washington, 
despite strenuous pleas by the United 
States Ambassador, not only has re- 
fused to do, but as shown by President 
Wilson’s informal statement night be- 
fore last, has no present intention of 
doing. 

It seems reasonable to presume that 
Washington cannot look with any de- 
gree of approval upon-the disposition of 
the Powers to ignore our State De- 
partment policy toward Mexico and pro- 
ceed along lines diametrically opposite. 

Among other things, the disposition of 
the Powers to accord full recognition to 
Mexico, leaving the United States stand- 
ing alone, will probably result in the 
handling of the projected 100,000 6) peso 
loan, which will be authorized by the 
Mexican Congress in a few days, by 
either France or Germany instead of 
New York. 

Until this week it has been a fore- 
gone conclusion that @ New York 
group of bankers would have the in- 
side track on the loan.

MONROE DOCTRINE 
IS WILSON’S WEAPON 


Any Infringement Upon Ameri- 
can Territory Will Be 
Promptly Resented. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—State De- 
partment officials today denied hav- 
ing any knowledge of a movement 
on the part of European powers to 
formally recognize the Huerta-Diaz 
regime, or de facto government of 
Mexico; and alter their policy toward 
all Latin-America. 

It was reported that several Eu- 
ropean powers intended recognizing 
Huerta as President of Mexico and 
hereafter deal diplomatically and 
commercially with the countries of 
Latin-America without considering 
the United States. It was reported 
that several foreign bankers were 
preparing to finance a large Mexi- 
can loan. 

The reports stated that it was the 
desire of the Powers to retallate be- 
cause of the action of the United 
States in withdrawing from the Chi- 
nese loan project and announcing a 
date when the American Government 
will recognize China. 

State Department officials today 
said they did not regard the report 
seriously and that if such action is 
contemplated it will never reach con- 
summation. They said they had no 
knowledge of any diplomatic cam- 
paigns insofar as Mexico is concerned 
and their opinion was that if such a 
step was in contemplation, it is only 
a diplomatic maneuver, or a “bluff.” 

It was pointed out that while the 
United States is going to deal more 
openly with all Latin-American 
countries and not be a party any 
more to the financial exploitations of 
the several countries comprising 
Latin-America, the administration be- 
lieves absolutely in the theory of the 
Monroe Doctrine, and on the first 
step by European Governments to 
make any advancements toward ac- 
quiring a foothold in any of these 
countries, President Wilson would 
eall their attention sharply to the 
Monroe Doctrine and declare em- 
phatically that this administration 
upholds it. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan, it was learned today, expect 
some of the powers to try out several 
diplomatic “bluffs as a sort of re- 
taliation because the United 
withdrew from the Chinese loan, but 
they do mot expect to be seriously 
embarrassed by those moves. Ag one 
official said, in the end it will work 
out to the benefit of the Unitea 
States. The more maneuvering the 
Powers do, the stronger wif] grow

I have not even 
seen President Wilson, but expect to 
have a talk with him before I leave 
Washington on Monday afternoon.’’ 

The former Governor stated that he 
would discuss the political situation in 
his State with the Chief Mxecutive from 
& progressive standpoint. 

It was suggested to him that his name 
had been mentioned in connection with 
one of the foreign embassies. 

“I have never been and am not now 
a candidate for any position in the 
gift of the present administration,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and I do not know that my 
friends in Missouri have urged my can- 
didacy upon President Wilson. So far 
as I know, the State has no cand 
date for any of the diplomatic posts.’’ 
Gov. Folk stated that he had con- 
ferred with Postmaster-General Burle- 
son, Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
and other members of the Cabinet since 
coming to Washington. 

Many Missouri Job Hunters. 
“Missouri has a lot of good men who 
are anxious and willing to serve their 
country in various capacities,’’ he said. 
“The woods are full of candidates and 
the State could supply capable men for 
every position not under the civil serv- 
ice law. 

‘TI expect the progressive element 
of the party in the State will re- 
ceive substantial recognition, and, I 
am in Washington for this very pur- 
pose. I know the men who stood by 
me in the State tn my reform work 
and I would be ungrateful if I did 
not ‘go to the front for them at this 
time.” 

The Governor stated that Tom 
Randolph, vice-president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of St. Louis, 
has made a personal call upon Post- 
master-General Burleson and urged 
the selection of Lewis for Postmaster 
there. The terms of the Postmaster 
and Sub-Treasurer expire on May 31.

Bert Davis, Mexican Champion 
Tells Interesting Tale About 
System in Huerta’s Republic. 


NEW YORK HAS SYSTEM 
Complaints of Promoters and 
Boxers Are Heard Before Com- 
mission Like in Criminal Court.

Bert Davis, who ciaims to be the 
183-pound champion of Mexico, hav- 
ing won the title a few years ago by 
Knocking out “Kid’ Lavigne, a m»- 
latto, in the sixth round, reached St. 
Louis a few days ago and gave an in- 
teresting account of how boxing is 


conducted in Mexico. He says the 
sport is gaining in popularity, 
though as a general rule the Mexi- 
cans have but little conception of the 
science of boxing, preferring to set- 
tle their differences with the foils. 

“Ag a general thing,” said Davis 
the ‘lid’ is on boxing throughout 
Mexico and the way they get from 
under it is to advertise a ‘smoker.’ 
Then the public is informed, for in- 
stance, that ‘Membership cards may 
be obtained at Callejou de la Condesa, 
No. 6; an extra fine program is ar- 
ranged for this evening—ragtime 
eongs and dances. Fred L. Hanscom 
will be master of ceremonies.’ Then, 
in smaller type will be added: ‘The 
club has secured, as part of its enter- 
tainment, two boxers of some note 
who will box 20 rounds, AND RE- 
PEAT.’ That is; if a decision ig not 
reached in 20 rounds they rub it out 
and begin all over again. This is 
because finish fights are prohibited 
by law. 

Plutocrats Patronize Bouts. 

“Many Mexicans of the influential 
and wealthier class are quite fond of 
the sport and it is no uncommon 
thing for one of them to purchase all 
the seats on one side of the ring and 
then invite their friends to come and 
occupy them. 

“Women are permitted to attend 
the bouts, and they seem to like the 
sport for there is always a big dele- 
gation of them on hand at the ‘smok- 
ers’ and they are wildly enthusiastic. 
They bet on the outcome, too, and if 
their favorite. wins they invariably 
split their winfiings with him. 

“A battalion of gendarmes is on 
hand to seé that no ‘blood is spilled.’ 
Queer this, when you think of their 
bull fights. Sometimes the soldiers 
will stop a bout when one of the 
boxers has a bleeding nose, and at 
other times there will be no Iinter- 
ference, no matter how vicious or des- 
perate the fighting may be. It all 
depends upon what influential per- 
sonage is attending the show—if he 
wants it to go, all right; if not, it is 
stopped. Fellx Diaz, the present dic- 
tator, was usually present at all the 
important boxing entertainments held 
in Mexico City and he liked to see 
who was ‘the best man.’ As a result, 
the shows attended by him were 
never interfered with, even though 
the bouts were repeated. On such 
casions the soldiers were there mere- 
ly for. effect. 

Hard to Fight tn Mexico. 
“Under the present administration {ft ts 
likely boxing will be licensed. Then it will 
be a good field for some of our St. Louls 
boys who want to get away with a little 
easy money, but they must bear in mind 
that Mexico City has an altitude of 7800 
feet, and if they went from here to jump tnto 
a ring there they. would be knocked out by 
the altitude quicker than by anything else.’’ 
Mr. Davis stated that the rules governing 
the boxing contests are about the same as 
those used in the United States, except that 
the ‘‘clean-break’’ clause is strictly adhered 
to, and for a violation of this boxers are 
sometimes arrested and held by the soldiers 
until their release is ordered. 


How New York Rules Roxing. 
Sessions of the New York State Athletic 
Commission, held weekly in New York City, 
resemble a court procedure. The commission 
hears all complaints pertaining to misconduct 
in connection with the boxing game and 
renders judgment after hearing evidence. 
Managers, boxers, promoters and the public 
are at liberty to file complaints, and are 
often cited by the commission to appear as 
witnesses. 

One of the recent questions up for settle- 
ment is whether a boxer who has quit in a 
contest Is entitled to pay, having quit under 
circumstances that seemed to make {ft wn- 
or without the referee's permis- 
sion. It is known in advance that the com- 
mission, which has legal authority to regu- 
late all matters pertaining te the ring, is 
very much opposed to boxers getting some- 
thing for nothing, or next to ft, when they 
‘stall’ or enter the ring out of condition. 
Perhaps this explains why Abe Attell fights 
in New York and quits in St. Louis, where 
we have no commission. Attell was once 
“@red’’ from the New York ring by the com- 
mission for eix months bécause of a very 
unsatisfactory showing he made against

TIRE PLANT RELIEVES

The exhibition of photographs and 
work done by children for a pittance 
ig under the direction of Mrs, Jenny G. 
Belford, who has charge of the store's 
educational department. One photograph 
shows children sheliing nuts, for which 
they receive 4% cents a pound. If a 
kernel is broken in any one pound ‘no 
payment is made for that 16 ounces. 
Another illustrates little ones putting 
bristles into brushes at the rate of 
cents for each 6000 wire hairs. Manufac- 
turers of these brushes employ parents 
for the work until their eyes become 


too dim, and by that time, Mrs. Bel- 
fora says, the children have learned to 
do the work and are substituted.

PATERSON, NJ, April B—At the 

head of a yelling crowd of 2000 men and 

women, William D, Haywood today left 


the Passaic County Jail,; where he has 
been confined for nearly a week, and 


the decision of Supreme Court ‘Justice 
James F. Minturn that his comviction in 
the Police Court: on the charge of cre- 
ating an unlawful assemblage was il- 
legal. 5 

Just as Haywood was crossing the 
jail yard he was surrounded and Iit- 
erally carried down Main street during 
the busiest hour in the shopping dis 
trict. Traffic on the street car Hnes 
was held up for some time. 

Justice Minturn held that Haywood 
and Adolph Lessig, general secretary 
of the Strike Committee, bad been ar- 
rested unjustly.Jast Sunday while on 
their way from the Lafayette oval to 
Heledon Borough, a Socialist strong- 
hold. 


“Entitled te Their Rights.” 

The decision js considered one of the 
most important that has been handed 
down in New Jersey courts In many. 
years. Justice Minturn said in part: 

“The right of free speech under prop- 
er restriction is guaranteed in the pro- 
visions of both State and Federal Con- 
stitutions. Our statute is based on the 
common law and thus the definition of 
this crime is left to the courts. 

‘‘People have a right to gather to d4is- 
cuss their grievances, whether these 
grievances have any foundation or 
not. One of the most important cases 
in English law has to do with unlawful 
assemblage, and it was decided at this 
time that while a crowd of lawless peo- 
ple may follow a leader, he has no con- 
trol over this and is not guilty of un- 
lawful assemblage. This case seems to 
establish thé right of lawful assem- 
blage. 

“Viewing the facts in this case, per- 
sonally, I have no doubt that so far as 
these two men are concerned, at the 
time of their arrest they were not gullty 
of unlawful assembly, and for that 
reason a judgment discharging them 
should be entered.”’ 


Haywood Greatly Picased. 

“The action taken by the higher 
court,”’ declared Haywood tonight, “‘Is 
the greatest victory for working men 
since organized labor was established in 
this country. We are greatly encour- 
aged, although we had not the slightest 
doubt of the outcome when the matter 
would come before an + unprejudiced 
court. This is one of the. most impor- 
tant decisions handed down by any 
court In any State in the interests of 
labor."’ 

In celebration of Haywwood'’s release 
from jail, strikers have planned a large 
meeting and a parade in Haledon, a 
feighboring municipality of Paterson.

__ With comparatively few vacancies, 
apartment: buildings accordingly are the 
most attractive investments in the St. 
Louis realty market. 

North Parkview addition soon will 
Present the only eligible sites for high- 
class apactments and dwellings north 
of Forest Park.

As @ consequence, high-class building 
has been perceptibly increased in Uni- 
versity City, Kingsbury boulevard, 
Washington avenue and Delmar boule- 
vard being the animated centers of op- 
erations in that locality.

The banner residential transaction 
of the week was that by which Frank

I never knew anyone who got wouter 
joy out of living than did my father, or 
anyone who more wholeheartedly _per- 
formed every duty; and no one whom I 
have ever met approached his combination 
of enjoyment of life and performance of 
duty. 

He worked hard at his business, for he 
died when he was 46, too early to have 
retired. He was interested in every social 
reform movement, and he did an immense 
amount of practical charitable work him- 
self. He was a big, powerful man, with a 
leonine face, and his heart filled with 
gentleness for those who needed help or 
protection, and with the possibility of 
much wrath against a bully or an oppressor 

He was very fond, of riding both on the 
road and across the country, and was also 
@ great whip. He usually drove four-in- 
hand, or else a spike team, thatvis, a pair 
with a third horse in the lead.’ Ido not 
suppose that such a team exists now. The 
trap that he drove we always: called . the 
high phaeton. The wheels turned ‘under: in 
front. I have it yet. He drove long-tailed 
horses, harnessed loose in light American 
harness, so that the whole rig had no pos- 
sible resemblance to anything that would 
be seen now.

Towards the close of the Civil War, al- 
though a very small boy, I grew to have 
a partial but alert understanding of the 
fact that the family were not one in their 
views about that conflict, my father being 
a strong Lincoln Republican; and once, 
when I felt that I had been wronged by 
maternal discipline during the day, I at- 
tempted a partial vengeauce by praying 
with loud fervor for the suecess of the 
Union arms, when we all came to say our 
prayers before my mother in the evening. 
She was not only a most devoted mother, 
but was also: blessed with a strong. sense 
of humor, and she was too much-amused to 
punish me; but I was warned ‘not to repeat 
the offense, under penalty of my father’s 
being informed—he being the dispenser of 
serious punishment.

There were three of us young children, and 
we used to sit with father on the sofa while 
he conducted morning prayers.

event by supplying any additional information concerning the capitulation which 


He replied in the following communication: 
‘Editor Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, St. Louis: 

‘‘Dear Sir—I have your request asking wliether I could furnish a statement 
bearing upon the surrender at Appomattox. 

‘*IT should like to be of any assistance in the matter, but in my description of 
the event published in the Century Magazine and afterward in my ‘Campaigning 
with Grant,’ I covered every detail of the surrender carefully, taken from notes 
made at the time, so that there is really nothing I can add to it.

“The road was filled with men, animals «1 
wagons,” wrote Gen. Porter in his authoritative 
account of the surrender which was published 
in a work entitled “Battles and Leaders of the 
Civil War” (The Century Co.) “and to avoid these 
and shorten the distance we turned slightly to 
the right and began to ‘cut across lots’; but be- 
fore going far we spied men conspicuous in gray, 
and it was seen that we were movine toward 
the enemy’s left flank, and that a short tide 
farther would take us into his lines. 

“It looked for a moment as if a very awkward 
condition of things might possibly arise, and 
Grant become a prisoner in Lee’s lines instead of 
Lee in his. Such a circumstance would have giv- 
en rise to an important cross-entry in the system 
of campaign bookkeeping. There wus only one 
remedy, to retrace our steps and strike tne right 
road, which was done without serious  ‘iscus- 
sion.” 

Those present at the famous negotiaiion on the 
Confederate side were Gen Lee and a member of 
his staff, Col. Charles Marshall. Jn the Federal 
side were Gen. Grant, Major-General Sheridan, 
Major-General Ord, Brevet Major-General Ingalls, 
Brigadier-General Rawlins, Chief-of-Staff, and the 
following members of Grant’s staff: Major-Gen- 
eral Williams, Brevet Major-General Barnard, Col. 
Porter, Col. Babcock, Col. Parker, Col. Bowers, 
Col. Dent and Col. Badeau. 

“We entered,” says Gen. (then Colonel) Por- 
ter, “and found Gen. Grant sitting at a marble- 
topped table in the center of the room and Le» 
sitting beside a small oval *zble near the front 
window, in the corner cyposite to the door by 
which we entered, and facing Gen. Grant. We 
walked in softly and ranged oureelves§ «qnietly 
about the sides of the room, very much as }-e0- 
ple enter a sick chamber when they expect to 
find the patient dangerously i111.” 

A vivid contrast between the two commanilers, 
between the victor and the vanquished, is su»- 
plied by the same eyewitness. 

Grant was then nearly 43 years old, five feet 
eight inches in height, and slightly stoop-shoul- 
dered. His hair and beard were without a trace 
of gray. He had on the uniform of a private 


soldier, his rank distinguished only by his shol- 
der straps. He wore no sw~ mis ordinary 
top-boots, in which the trousers were tuc"ed, 
and his clothes were splattered with mud, 


Lee, six fect tall and still erect despite his 59 
years, his thick hair and beard silver white, was 
the more impressive figure. He wore a new uni- 
form of gray, new boots embroidered with red 
thread, and a sword of fine worsmanship with 
the hilt beset with jewels. His uniform and boots 
were singularly clean. It was explained after- 
wasds that the Confederates had been so closely 
pressed that the officers were compelled to dis- 
card all their clothes except those they wore, and 
that each naturally chose his finest uniform. 


Gen. Grant began the conversation by recailing 
an occasion on which he was introduced to Lee 
during the Mexican war. Lee replied that he 
had been informed of the meeting and had often 
tried to remember Grant's features, but had been 
unable to do so. Lee, then proceeding to the 
business in hand, asked on what terms the sur- 
render of his army would be received. 

The reply was that all officers and men would 
be paroled until properly exchanged, and all 
arms, ammunition and supplies must be given up 
aa captured property. Lee nodded his assent, re- 
marked that these were about the conditions he 
expected, and asked that they be reduced to writ- 
ing. 


Grant called for his manifold writing book so. 


prepared that three copies of what he wrote would 
be made, and began writing very rapidly. He 
did not pause until he finished the sentence end- 
ing with “officers appointed by me to receive 
them.” Then occurred a dramatic instance of 
the Federal commander’s generous impulsés. He 
looked toward Lee, and his eyee seemed to rest 
on his handsome sword, which had? been pre- 
sented to him by the State of Virginia. 


Grant said afterwards that this set him to 
thinking that it would be a gratuitous humilia- 
tion to require the officers to surrender their 
swords, and a great hardship to deprive them of 
their personal baggage and horses. After a short 
pause he wrote the sentence: “This will not em-

Lee took without sign of emotiun the docume! 
which meant for him the irretrievable rujn of t! 
cause to which he had deVoted his honur and bi 
fortune. He drew a pair of steel-rimmed spe 
tacles from his pocket and wiped them delibe 
ately with a handkerchief. Then he crossed bi 
legs, adjusted the spectacles slowly, and began t 
read. His first comment was to suggest that 
Grant had inadvertently omitted the word “ex. 
change” in a sentence. Lee borrowed a penci’ 
from Col. Porter and made the correction. 

When he came to the sentence regarding th-+ 
officers’ sidearms, horses and baggage, his coun: 
tenance changed slightly. as if he were touche; 
by his rival’s magnanimity. It was thought tc 
be this condition to which he referred when, 
on finishing reading, be said to Grant with a 
degree of warmth: 

“This will have a very happy effect on my 
army.” 

After some moments’ reflection, Lee called at- 
tention to the fact that in the Confederate army 
\ulike that of the United States, many of the 
cavalrymen and artillerymen owned their own 
horses. 


Grant’s Famous Terms 
Regarding Horses. 


Grant replied that this fact was unknown to 
him, and that the conditions did not provide for 
private soldiers to retain their horses. But on 
seeing that Lee’s face fell and that he was anxious 
to have this concession made, Grant said prompt- 
ly, in words which have become famous: 

“Of course, I did not know that aay private sol- 
diers owned their animals, but as I think this will 
b: the last battle of the war-—I sincerely hope 
sc—and that the surrender of this army will be 
followed soon by that of all the others, and I take 
it that most of the men in the ranks are small 
furmers, and as the country has been so raided 
by the two armies, it is doubtful whether they 
will be able to put in a crop to carry themselvus 
and their families through the next winter with- 
out the aid of the horses they are now riding, and 
I will arrange it this way: 

“I will not change the terms as Dow written, 
but I will instruct the officers I shall appoint to 
take the paroles to let all the men who claim to 
own a horse or mule take the animals home with 
them to work their little farms.” 

Lee’s face showed his great relief, though he 
was not a demonstrative man, and he said: 

“This will have the best possible effect upon 
the men. It will be vety gratifying, and will do 
much toward conciliating our peopde.” 

The official copy of the draft was made in ink 
by Col. Parker, who was a full-blooded Indian 
and reigning chief of the Six Nations. At first no 
ink could be found, unti) Col.~Marshall supplied 
&@ small box-wood inkstand from his pocket. 

“So that, after all,” says Gen. Porter. “we had 
to fall back upon the resources of the enemy in 
furnishing the stage properties for the final scene 
in the memorable military drama.” 

The conference began at 1:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, April 9 falling that year on a Sunday, 
and was finished at 4 p.m. The concluding cere- 
monies are thus described by Gen. Porter:

“Gen. Lee shook hands with Gen. Grant, bowed 
to the other officers and with Col. Marshal] left 
the room. One after another we followed, and 
passed out on the porch. 

‘Lee signaled to his orderly to bring up his 
horse, and while the animal was being bridled 
stood on the lowest step and gazed sadly in the 
direction of the valley beyond where his army 
lay—now an army of prisoners. He smote his 
hands together a number of times in an absent 
sort of way; seemed not to see the group of Union 
officers in the yard who rose respectfully at his 
approach, and appeared unconscious of everything 
about him. 

“All appreciated the sadness which over- 
whelmed him, and he had the personal sympathy 
of everyone who beheld him at this supreme mo- 
ment of trial. The approach of his horse seemed 
to recall him from his reverie, and he at once 
mounted. ‘Gen. Grant now stepped down from the 
porch and, moving toward him, saluted him by 
raising his hat. He was followed in this act of 
courtesy by all the officers present; Lee raised 
his hat respectfully, and rode off to break the 
news to the brave fellows whom he had so long 
commanded.” 

A half hour later, while r.ding back to his 
camp, Grant recalled that he had not yet in- 
formed Washington of the event which had just 
oceurred, He dismounted, sat down on a large 
stone, and calling for pencil and paper, wrote the 
following telegram:

But 60 and 2¢ -years ago the allied Greeks, 
Rulgarians, Serviens and Montenegrins did not 
have a victorious army of veterans in the field. 
Should Constantinople be evacuated by the Turks, 
the Balkan allies would probably be able to speak 
their wishes in a voice which not even the ereat 
Powers, divided as they are into two alliances 
ang distracted by jealousy, could completely ig- 
nore. Insistence might be made that the twen-

In such a case it might seem at present that 
the Bulgarians, between whom and the Greeks a 
bitter animosity of long standing has not been 
completely suppressed by the coalition agains: 
the Turk, have the advantace. It wes the Bul 
garians, and not the Greeks, who drove the 
enemy across northern Turkey in Europe and 
‘eecjered him at Adrianople, almost within hear- 


ing of Constantinople. Besides, Bulgaria would 
expect to receive 4:e powerful support of Rus- 
sia, as the leader of the Slavic race, in case Rus- 
sia should he compelled to abandon her own de- 
signs upon Constantinople. 

On the other hand, the Danish house which 
rules in Greece has an enormous advantage in 
its matrimonia] alliances with the royal houses 
Europe. King Constantine con 
nected by blood with the ruling families of Den- 
mark, England and Russia. His Queen, Sophia, 
is the sister of one German Emperor, the daug )- 
‘er of another, and the daughter of an English 
Princess of the blood. Queen Eleonora of the 
Bulgarians is the daughter of a minor German 
house. 

To this should be added the personal prestige 
which Constantine has won in the Turkish war 
43 commander-in-chief of the Greek army, and 

hich, by dexterity, he could cause to redound 
to the benefit of his son 

Unlike his father, Constantine was born in the 
nurple of Greece, and might bear the surname 
riven to another Constantine of long ago ~- Por- 
phyrogenitos. George became King of Greece in 
1863 and was married to the Russian Princess 
Olga-Constantinova in 1867. A year later Con- 
stantine was born in the royal palace at Tatoi. 

There is also the sentimental advantage that 
ancient Constantinople was the capital not of a 
Bulgarian, Servian or Montenegrin, but a Greek 
Empire. The language spoken at Athens today, 
allowing for such differences as separate the 
English of Chaucer from that of the present time, 
was the same which was spoken at the court of 
Justinian. The argument of historical justice 
would probably not sway diplomats of the Con- 
cert of Powers in favor of Greece, but it might 
exert a powerful popular influence in Europe. 

Closely intertwined with the political aspects of 
the question of the restoration of a Greek dynarty 
at Constantinople is that of religion. The faith 
which was overthrown when Mahommed the Vie- 
torious sacked the city is still known today as the 
Greek Orthodox sect. In Russia. in Brigaria and 
the other Balkan states the official relice®j} is 
called bv the Greek name

is a legend among the Greek people that it will be restored to the nation by a third Con- 
stantine, and that his son will reign in the ancient city of Byzantium. 

This was until recently only a sentimental nope, but the successes of the Greek arms have 
made it not improbable that the hope will be practically realized. 

It js considered a happy omen that the new King of the Hellenes is named Constantine, 
and also that the name of his Queen is Sophia. This*is the Greek word for wisdom, and is also 
the uame of the famous church of St. Sophia in Constantinople. 

So revered is the name of Constantine that when King George was elected to the throne, 
it was widely urged that he shou'd change his name to Constantine.

The political] division of the Roman Empire into 
the Empires of the East and West was accompa- 
nied also by a religious schism, much as several 
denominations in the United States divided over 
the political and economic question of slavery at 
the time of the Civil War. Christianity in the 
West of Europe became the Roman Catholic

Church, with its capital at Rome. Christianity in 
the East became the Greek Orthodox Church, with 
ite center at Constantinople. 

It was the latter division which was supreme for 
nearly 1000 vears in Constantinople, save for a 
period during the crusades in which the Latin 
Christians made themselves masters of the FEast- 
ern Empire, and which constructed and main- 
tained the cathedral of St. Sophia. The ancient 
schism stil] persists, and the breach has been 
made wider by variations in ceremony and dogma. 


The center of Eastern Christianity was for near- 


ly 1000 years the fane of St. Sophia, called “the 
fairest church in all the world,” which, upon the 


fal] of Constantinople, was converted into a Turk- 
ish mosque. According to the teonoclastic pre- 
cepts of their religion, the Mohammedans de- 
stroyed the religious images and works of art with 
which it was enriched by the piety and prodigality 
of a long line of Emperors, and detaced its gor- 
geous mosaics with coats of paint and whitewash. 

This church was dedicated in 537 A. D. by Justi- 
nian, one of the most famous of the Greek Emper- 
ors. It was consecrated under the Greek name of 
St. Sophia. Its masses and its services were con- 
ditcted in the language spoken and written today 
at Athens. 

With the astonishing successes of the Greek and 
Balkan arms, the watchword arose; “Constanti- 
ncple for « ir? terdom!"” In Greece this aspira- 
ticn takes the form of a demand that ancient By- 
zrntium, which stood on the site of Constastine- 
ple as a Greek city for more than ten centuries be- 
fore the latter me‘ropolis was founded, anc by 
which name many Hollenes still call the modern 
city, shall be restored to Greek dominion. — 

Urging the redemption of St. Sophia from Islam, § 
Archbishop Glennon said that the New Cathedral 
in St. Louis is a younger sister of St. Sophia, and 
that “we dislike to see our elder sister tin bond- 
age.”

On both questions the fair aspirants to the 
ballot have unerringly aligned themselves 
on the side of public welfare, and this not in 
obscure and ineffective theory, but in conspicu- 
ous and successful practice. 

Do you perceive the artful insinuation? It is 
that, when women are admitted to political af- 
fairs, a millennium will urrive in which all food 
will bé good and al! food cheap; in which egro- 
cér's and butchev’s bills will cease from troubling, 
and stale eggs, aqueous milk and copper sulphate 
canned goods will be as obsolete as the dodo. 

And there lurks a still cleverer tact in the 
evterprise of the suffrage’ shop—a _ recognition 
of the way of a maid with a man which Eve 
bequeathed to her daughters, but which her mi)- 


’ Fitent descendants in England seem to have for- 


gotten. 

This feminine wile was revealed in classic 
phrase some time ago by a woman competing 
in a contest for the best answer to the ques- 
tion: “How may a woman best make a man hap- 
ps?” With infallible insight as to the real heel 
‘fof Achilles in man, and with an affected brusque- 
ss which was reaily only a mask for indul- 
ce, she replied: “Feed the brute.” 


In mere diplomatic language, one of the 
erarming and philosophical attendants at the 
suffrage shop phrased the same thought. “We 
all know,” she whispered, “that the way to a 
male voter’s heart is via the stomach.’’ 

If many masculine voters who regale their 
stomachs with “votes for women” eggs and 
“suffrage’’ delicatessen ‘are not converted in- 
stantly to the women’s cause, then Eve never lived 
and never -beguiled Adam with an apple. 

On the other hand, English suffragettes seem 
to believe that the way to the heart of man 
is not through the stomach, but through the 
head; and that, in order to obtain easier pas- 
sage for the thought, it is usually necessary to 
lay the head open with a club or a hammer. 

Instead of snowing their lords and masters 
how to reduce expenses, the “‘bashibazoukesses”’ 
assault the male pocketbook by breaking win- 
dows and exploding bombs under houses. In- 
stead of displaying a politic, ev_n if temporary, 
irterest in tne pure food campaign, British suf- 
fragettes alarm the men by exaiting starvation 
into a form of heroism and martyrdom.

Consider still another stratagem of the Amer- 
ican suffragette. Mrs. Elizabeth Morton of 
New York one morning girded herself for the fray 
and sallied forth to beard tyrant man in his 
stronghold. Was she armed with a bomb? Did 
she béar a stealthy pair of shears with which 
to cut telegraph wires? Did she even carry a 
hammer hidden in a hand bag?:Not at all. Her 
sole weapon was—what would you think? A 
weshing machine. 

Armed with this domestic device, Mrs. Mor- 
ton began a house-to-house canvass, representing 
herself as an agent for the apparatus. She was 
delighted to show housewives how it operated. 
Having gained access to the kitchen and the at- 
tention of the mistress of the home, Mrs. Morton 
managed o insert here and there an argument 
for suffrage. 

Needless to r-y, t.e housewife, beholding her 
clothes tumbling out white and clean from un- 
der the hands of the volunteer laundress, would 
. respect any opinion her visitor chose 
te propose. Usually Mrs. Morton won a con- 
vert, whose nusband, too, when thrillingly in- 
formed of the adventure, could not resist the

since one of its apostles did the washing with 
such “heavenly” -skill, charged notning for the 
work and even o%rgot at .w.e end to press a 
sale of the washing machine. Of tL. effect of 
her artific->. Mrs. Morton was perfectly aware, 
for she explained:

like a good, housekeeperly suffragist.”’ 


A British suffragette would have hurled a brick 
through the householder’s parlor window, or 
banged him argumentatively with a hammer, or 
set off a charge of dynamite in his basement; 
and then, having thus gently attracted his in- 
terest, have commanded him, if he valued the 
remainder of his life and property, to enlist in 
the cause of female emancipation. 

Which of these methods, opposite as the poles, 
is the more successful? Should man be driven, 
or led along so artfully that he is unaware of 
the guidance? Which has been the better policy, 
violence or persuasion? 

Observers of conditions in England believe 
that the suffragettes are still farther today from 
attaining theif ends than they were before the 
inception of their campaign several years ago. 

At the outset, probably many reasonable men 
in England admitted that the feminine demand 
for the ballot was philosophically just. Writers 
like John Stuart Mill and George Meredith had 
prepared the intellectual ciasses to accept the 
theory of masculine and feminine equality. The 
masses of Englishmen were indifferent. 

When the suffragettes proceeded to minor acts 
of violence, such as smashing windows and bat- 
tling with “bobbies” on the streets, the majority 
of Englishmen regarded them with amusement 
as a new species of freaks. Some defenders of 
militant tactics urged that such outbreaks were 
necessary in order to call attention to the cause 
af women and to give it wide advertisement. 

But the women, embittered by jafl sentences 
and enforced feeding with stomach pumps, ad- 
vanced from violence to violence. Their out- 
rages reached a climax in the dynamiting of 
Lloyd-George’s country house, for which act Mrs. 
Pankhurst publicly took all the blame, or, as 
she would phrase it, all the glory. The mai’s 
were attacked by dropping fire or phosphorus into 
mail boxes, and telegraph lines were severed, with 
placards left hanging from the poles to tell the 
tale—“Votes for Wcemen.” 

Then even sympathizers with the ceuce among 
British men began to doubt the fitness of the fem- 
inine temperament for practical affairs. And 
those who had hitherto been only indifferent or 
amused, became actively hostile. Suffragettes were

On one occasion, several men had their clothes 
ruined when they unwarily sat down in a public 
park on benches which two women had _ just 
adorned in green paint with the legend—‘Votes 
for Women.” 

According to dispatches, a mob of men seized 
the two apostles of women’s rights and pourcd 
the pails of green paint over their hair! 

The movement has resulted in a distrust we- 
tween the sexes, which sometimes rises to des- 
peration on the one side and sinks to brutality 
on the other. This distrust was strikingly il- 
lustrated at the boat race between Oxford and 
Cambridge on March 13. 

The boat racés between Harvard and Yale in 
this country are brilliant social events, in whicn 
women take a leading part. Judging from En- 
clish writings, the water contests between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge have the same character. 
The inspiration of the athletes, the stars which 
beckon them on to victory, are’ the bright eyes 
of ladies which shine upon them from the banks.

After Guy Fawkes was found sit- 
ting on a barrel of gunpowder in the basement 
under Parliament, it became the’rule, whenéver 
the House and Lords met, for guards to search 
the cellars for consplirators. 

Through the English tenacity of old customs, 
this one was retained long after its origin qhad 
grown dim in men's memories. But, with the 
dynamiting of Lloyd-Georse’s« home, the 
rule was suddenly revivified. A thorough search 
of the cellars was made, not for gunpowder plot- 
ters, but for women conspirators, whom the 
fears of the legislators saw crouching in the 
darkness with a bomb in either hand! 

When militant suffragettes attempted to hold 
ar afternoon meeting in Hyde Park, London, on 
March 16, they were assaulted by a mob of men 
estimated to number 10,000. Mrs. “General” Flora 
Drummond essayed to speak, but her voice was 
drowned by whistles, catcalls and shouts of “in- 
eendiary” and ‘“dynamiter.” A flying clod of turf 
struck her on the mouth.

On the following Thursday the women took 
their revenge, by setting fires which did $100,000 
damage. The home of Lady Amy White, widow 
of the hero of Ladysmith, Field Marshal Sir 
George White, was burned to the ground in Lon- 
don and the golf club at Weston-Super-Mare in 
Somersetshire, was fired. 

Placards were found bearing the words: “Stop 
tcrturing our comrades in prison!” and “By kind 
permission of Charles Hobhouse.” The Right 
Hon. Charles Edward Hobhouse, financial secre- 
tary to the treasury, had uttered the unlueay 
taunt: 

‘Women lack the real revolutionary spirit of 

men, who burn and sack in support of their 
cause.” 
‘ The result, thus far, of a campaign waged wiih 
hardihood and repaid with hardships, is that not 
a woman in the British Empire possesses the 
ballot, nor seems likely to obtain it in the near 
future. 

On the American side, it ® only necessary to 
state that in nine great “ommonwealths wumen 
today have achieved complete political cqnality 
with men, both in state and national af‘eirs. 
These states are Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Kansas, Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. The claim of suffrage leaders in this 
country, and it is possibly not an extravagant one, 
is that in 25 years equal suffrage will be -o7m- 
pletely national. 

To achieve this result, American women have 


not broken a window, thrown a bomb, or incu 

a prison sentence. Concerning the suffrace j@ 
rade in Washington on March 3, opinions differ as 
to’ whether any disturbance that arose was the 
work of hoodlums, or whether it was due to 
inadequate police protection against a vast 
throng which naturally pressed forward out of 
curiosity. ; 


The difference between suffrage campaigns ih 
England and the United States may be due to the

In addition to 

the motor car, theology 

has recently impressed 

in its service such up-to- 

date devices as moving pictures, the phonograph, 

the telephone, the player-piano, the motor‘ boat, 
the steam yacht and the railroad. 

Clergymen of all sects have united in upbraid- 
ing the present age asa godless and wmaterial- 
istic era, given over to “modernism” and indif- 
ference to spiritual things. The leaders of the 
Men and Religion Forward Movement recently 

'gublished a map of the United States displaying 
26 appalling fact, from the point of view of 
piety, that regular churchgoers are in emphatic 
minority in the nation. 

In this crisis many clergymen have taken coun- 
sel of St. Paul, the greatest of missionaries. ‘I 
am made all things to all men,” said the ajiostle 
to the Gentiles, “that I might by all means ®ave 
some,” Therefore in churches of most large cities 
‘there are ministers who preach less from Biblical 
texts than upon subjects taken from sociology, 
economics, literature and art. Others seek to at- 
tract hearers by various means. One clergyman 
was reported as having invited men to a service 
during which they could sit at ease in their shirt 

_ sleeves and smoke tobacco.

the Rio Grande. 

The ear cost about $9000 and is designed for 
employment in those sections unpenetrated by 
railroads, over which the locomotive chapels now 
in use might travel, and in parts of the South- 
west in which church members are too far scat- 
tered in ranches and settlements to form a con- 
gregation. 

The car is 21 feet long, 6 feet 9 inches wide 
and 12 feet high. It is mounted on a chassis 
of two tons’ capacity. Its exterior appearance 
denotes its mission. It has stained glass windows 
like those of a cathedral, each bearing a cross 
design. In gold letters on the soter gray sides is 
printed the name of the Catholic Extension So- 
ciety. 

The sides of the car open by folding doors, and 
give room for a drop platform, which doubles the 
floor space when services are to be held. In the 
center of the extension platform is a combina- 
tion altar and vestment cabinet of oak, with or- 
namental brass accessories. The floor of the plat- 
form is covered with a green carpet and green 
curtains hang from the extension to the ground. 
tntrance and exit are effected by an oak stair- 
way with brass standards and guard chairs lead- 
ing from the ground to the altar. 

In the ecclesiastical equipment are included a 
folding confessional, a folding organ and a fold- 
ing rack fitted with large tubular bells for out- 
side work and a small chime for use at the altar. 
All the other apparatus for performing the rites 
of the church in appropriate form and solemnity 
is provided. 

In the forward space of the car is a large cabi- 
net fitted with lockers. Other fittings are cots 
to be suspended by chains, berth style; a combi- 
nation washstand and typewriter desk, cooking 
utensils, tableware and a larder for provisions. 

According to the plans announced, the car will 
remain at each place for two weeks, during which 
daily services will be held, masses said, confes- 
sions heard and absolution administered. Stere- 
opticon lectures on the doctrines of the church 
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will be delivered by the priests, power for the 
lantern being supplied by the electric lighting 
plant of the vehicle. 

‘The car will carry a gable-roof khaki tent, 20 
by 50 feet, with 7 1-2-foot walls. It will be erect- 
ed above the entire car when shelter from rain 
or the sun is required, so that religious worship 
may be conducted in all wéathers. 

As the motor car evangelists will use the stere- 
opticon, so by other clergymen the kinetoscope 
has at times been employed. The most ambitious 
efforts in this direction were the production of 
films, designed for the use of churches and Sun- 
day schools, which portrayed the life of Jesus. 

The stereopticon long held a widely important 
place in giving interest to lectures on sacred sub- 
jects and upon travels in hallowed lands, a place 
which it still holds in many sections of the coun- 
try. But its function in the cities has been large- 
ly assumed by the more vivid and thrilling mov- 
ing picture. In thousands of churches and Sun- 
day schools entertainments in which secular as 
well as sacred reels are displayed are becoming 
more and more frequently utilized as drawing 
cards, 

Religion is also availing itself to an enormous 
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extent of the phonograph. Every new catalogue 
issued by the makers of musical discs and cylin- 
ders contains several pages devoted to sacred mel- 
ody, for which there is a great demand. This in- 
ciudes not only selections from the famous orato- 
rios, cantatas and masses, but reproductions of 
many of the favorite hymns, such as “Rock of 
Ages,” “How Firm a Foundation” and “Eine 
este Burg Ist Unser Gott.” 

These selections are sung by professional sing- 
ers, and often by the most famous vocal artists. 
I» many homes on Sundays church services are 
supplemented by sacred phonographic concerts 
such as, but for the sound-reproducing device, 
only a millionaire could afford or a very rich con- 
gregation with a choir of master singers. 

In service along the Union Pacific Railroad was 
recently a coach fitted up as an Episcopal chapel 
and propelled by a gasoline motor. A missionary 
motor boat plies among the little towns on the 
Mississippi River north of New Orleans. A motor 
boat is used by missionaries at Lake Victoria 
Nyanza, in Africa, in their expeditions along the 
tributaries of the Nile. Clergymen in Alaska 
sometimes travel from one congregation to anoth- 
er by dog sledges. 
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In smaller churches a player-piano or player- 
organ sometimes dispenses with the services of 
an organist, and sacred classical music which the 
congregation could hear in no other way is pro- 
duced by the phonograph. It was reported not
